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‘The account of Mr. Ketchar’s embassy is inserted in “ Lives 
of the Great Moguls” (Lecens der Groote Mogole) wich forms 
part of Francois Valentijn's big work Oxd- en Nietwo Ocst-Indien, 
which appeared in five bulky volumes at Dordrecht and Amsterdam 
fn the year 1726, It is found in voh IV, pp. 280-302? 

‘The author relates that in the year 1710 it was resolved to 
send an embassy under Mr. Corneliae Bensjjen to Stab “Alam 
Bahadur Shih on hchalf of the Detch East India Company. But 
in October of the same year that gentleman died after a lingering 
iless at Surat, where he had held the important post of Director 
ff the Dutch factories in Gujarat and Hindustan, "Some time pre- 
‘ous to his death be recommcnded the Chit Afercant, Mf. Johan 
Josua Ketcaar, to he his successor both as Director of the Dutch 
actors and as Head of the propmed classy. Mr. Bezuijen's 
‘mural is described at great length. He was buried in the tomb of 
the late Commissioner-General, Hendrik Adriaan van Reede (died 
AD, 1662). This tomb is still the most prominent monument of 
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the Dutch cemetery (locally known a8 Walstdi Qabarstin) at Surat. 


Tn the next year 7H the embassy under Mr. Ketear started 
and, travelling by way of Agra, arrived on the 10th December of 
that year at a distance of 6 hast or 3 mules from Lahore where 
the Emperor was encamped. The embassy was still at Lahore 
‘waiting for their Semin, when Bshidur Shah suddenly died on 
the 28th Feiruary 1712. The diary gives a vivid account of the 
confusion that followed the Emperor's death. The Dutch ambas- 
sador was even invited to take an active part in the struggle for 
the throne on behalf of the eldest son of the deceased monarch, 
Dut politely declined the invitation on account of il-heaith. When 
Jahindar Shih had come out victorious, negotiations for the frmin 
‘were continued with his Court. They had not yet had the desired 
effect when on the Sth May the Emperor moved camp and with 
his whole army started for Dell. It should be remembered that 
the pretender Farrukhsiyar was making preparations in Bengal. 
‘The ‘Dutch ambasaador and is suite accompanied. the Imperial 
Court om the march to the capital which was carried out under 
extreme discomfort in the hottest time of the year. On the 2ith / 
of June Dehli was reached.

hot always possible to retain in the English rendering the quaint 
ttyle of the original with its preference for French words, which 
in English are often jn common use and therefore fail to make any 
injression of special quaintness 

‘The diarist certainly deverves a word of praise for the 
conscentious manwer in which he has discharged his task, often no 

"There are things on which 
‘we should have liked to have fuller information. But we must not 
forget that his 
‘of travelling in those days was very unlike that of the modern globe- 
troiter who enjoys full Ieisure to look for objects of artistic and 
Fistoric interest, What perhaps is most striking in the whole 
accotnt of Johan Jona Ketelaar’s erubassy is that singleness of 
‘purpove and” devotion to duty which pervades it iv the curious garb 
‘of ts antiquated matter-of-fact and sometimes humoross style 
We do not know anything regarding the later adventures of 
“the Lord Ambasaador’ in the East, Valentin only says that he 
remained at Surat as Director until the year 1718, when he wat 
succeeded by Daniel Hurgronje. Another personage who plays 
rather a prominent part in the story of the embassy was the “ Mer- 
chant and First Adjunct Roger Beerenaard.” We know that he 
, _beeae Director of the Dutch factory at Chinsuea and dled there 
) on the 28th November 1733. Among the old. hatchments in the 
Ditch church at Chinsura there is one conttining his crest and 
initials and the date of his death.

‘The Dutch East India Company a very powerful commercial 
body as on various occasions deputed ambassadors to the Great 
Mugtals 

In the diary of Sir ‘Thomas Roe’s mission to the Court of 
Faking (1615-1619) the amhassador refers to a Dutch Embassy, 
‘which presented itself at Ahmadabad om 13th January 1618, Tt 
was headed by Pieter Gilles van Ravesteyn, If we remember the 
‘commercial rivalry which in those days existed between the British 
and the Dutch, the brief accoune given by Sir Thomas Roe, is very 
Significant 

“The Dutch,” he says? came to Court with a great present 
cof China ware, sanders (i sanlelwood), parrats and cleannes; 
bout were not sifered to cume near the third degree.” At last the 
Prince (Khurram) asked me who they were, I replied: The Hol. 
landers resident-in Surat, He demanded if they were ou friends 
1 replied: They were a nation depending on the King of England, 
‘bat not welcome in all places: their business I knew not. He said 
for being our friends, I should call them up; and so T was enforced 
to send for them to deliver their present.” They were placed by 
‘our merchants, without any speech or further conference. 

In the well-known “Travels” of Francois Bernier, the Court 
physician of Aurangzeb, we also find an account of an embassy 
ff the Dutch East India’ Company which came to the Mogul Court 
in 1662 

"The Hollanders,” Bernier says, “would not be the last to 
present Aureng-zebe, with the Molbaree. They determined to send 
sn ambassador to him, and made chaiee of Monsieur Adrican, chief 
of their factory at Sourate. This individual possesses integrity, 
abies and sound judgment; and ae he does not disdain the advice 
‘offered by the wise and experienced, it is not surprising that he 
acquitted himself to the satisfaction of his countrymen, “Although 
in his general deportnent Aurang-zebe be remarkably high and 
tunbending, affects the appearance of zealous Mahometan, and 
consequently despises Franks or Christians, yet upon the cccasion 
of this embassy, his behaviour was most courteous and eondescend- 
ing. “He even expressed a desire that Monsieur Advican, after that

‘of brocade. The presents consisted of a quantity of very fine broad 
cloths, scarlet and green; some large locking-glasses; and several 
articles of Chinese and Japan workmanship; among which were 
2 paleky and a Tackssann, or travelling throne, of exquisite beauty 
acd much admired 

‘The Great Moghal is in the habit of detsining all ambassadors 
as long as ean reasonably be done, from an idea that it i becoming 
his grandeur and power, to receive the homage of foreigners, and 
to number them among the attendants of his Court,» Monsieur 
Adrican was not dismissed, therefore, so expeditiously as he wished, 
tough much sooner than the ambaseadors from Tartary. His 
secretary died, and the other individuals in his retinue were falling 
sick, when Aureng-zehe granted hin permission to depart. On 
faking leave the King again presented him with a Seredpah of 
brocade for his own tse, and another very rich one for the Governor 
of Matavia, together with a dagger set with jewels; the whole acom- 
Inanied by a very gracious letter. 

‘The chief aim of the Hollanders in this embassy was to in- 
sratiate themselves with the Mogol, and to. impact to him 
some knowledge of their nation, in otder that a beneficial 
influence might thus be produced pon the minds of the 
governors of seaports, and. other places, where they have 
fstablished factories. ‘They oped that those governors would 
he restrained from offering stlt, and obstructing their commerce, 
ly the consideration that they belonged to a powerful State that 
they could obtain immediate access to the King of the Indies to 
induce him to listen to their complaints, and to redress their griev 
ances. “They endeavoured also to impress the government with an 
‘opinion tat their trafic with Hindoastan was most advantageous 
to that kingdom, exhibiting a long list of articles purchased by 
their countrymen, from which they showed that the gold and silver 
brought by them every year into the Indies amounted to a consider- 
able sum: but they kept out of sight the amount of those precios 
metals extracted by their constant inportations of copper, lead, 
cinnamen, clove, nutmeg, pepper, aloes-wood, elephants, and. other

In the year of grace 1711 Mr. Johan Josua Ketelaar, then in 
the service of the Netherlands East India Company as divector of 
trade at Suratte, went as ambassador to the Prince Sjah Aalem 
Bhadur! His embassy with all its detail we shall relate in the 
form of a journal, 

‘The aforesaid gentleman travelled Srst a month and a half, 
‘or 150 niles from Agra to the some tthe Imperial City of Lahore, 
where the Prince lay with his army and arrived there the. 10h 
December, within three miles of the city. 

“He reached this famous and ancient city, situated in the pro- 
vince of Panschaap* on the large river Rar? abounding in, fish 
and only navigable by small craft. He then arrived at a Sarai 
Chan. Channa' where he eatised his camp to be pitehed. 

“Early in the nigh, it being very eold, the gentleman was seized 
by a severe attack of ‘coli, 

‘On the Hlth ditto he moved into a certain lodging in which 
some of the people of Prince Mabhmud Azen? were still tbe 
found and in the afternoon received a number of pears, apples, 
pomegranates and other homelike fruits by order and in the nam 
fof a certain Lady of the Court, Douna. Juliana Dias da Cost 
Governess of the Reyal Seraglio, a lady of great infivence with the 
Great Mogal, and very favourably inclined towards the Hollanders. 

‘She also sent him some horses with the promise that the next 
morning she would send more, for his State entry. 

‘The 12th ditto he was informed by a Mancepdaar! named 
Mahkmud Techy Chan! in the name of the Emperor that the next 
‘day he should make his entrance in great pomp smnder the escort 
ff one of the principal Omrahs* Shortly after came the Mar 
cepdaar with the Imperial Court Physicist, Mr. Martyn, to call 
fon him with quite thirty more Christians of different nations, in 
order to welcome and accompany him. 

‘The 1Mh dito appeared the Omrah, Hettum Beet Chan with

Taide these three gates of the cansats the Ambassador with 
tis Deputies was received ly the Master of the Ceremonies, Ame 
tmerauw Hattom Beek Chan, who commanded the Sjoblaars or 
faa, to admit all the Europeans. This, the Gentleman told 
His Honour, was the express order of is Majesy, 

Not only was this order punctully carried out, bt the Gente- 
tnan alo tok the Lord Ambassador by the band and. conducted 
His Honour followed by his Deputies to the ctstomary spot where 
the noble, after the ase of this country, were brought Defore the 
Enperot, and placed him furthermore ini the fre wooden ring 
‘dose tothe aforenid slvr dito, om the left hand of the Emperce

"As soon as the Lord Ambassador entered, he jmmediat’y pre- 
sented the intended Nesser of gold rupees, and therewith the gold 
fasket in which was enclosed the letter from His Exeelleney the 
ord Governor-Geeeral of Netherlands East-rdia* 

‘Hig Hosour's Deputies also presented each a Nesser of gold 
rupees. The Lord Ambassador, on receiving a sign, personally 
hhanded over his to the Officer-in-Command of the Artillery, Isalam 
‘Chan, who stood with all the grandes around the Emperor on the 
‘forementioned earthen platform. But those of the Deputies were 
received by Hlattum Beek Chan, who in his turn handed them to 
Tsalam Chan. 

‘Thi Gentleman showed them all to His Majesty, who daly 
accepted them, 

‘Shortly a(ter His Hoxour with his Deputies was conducted 
by Hattum Beek Chan along the silver railing sideways behind 
the Emperor’s Throne and a robe of honour of gold brocade thrown 
lover his European dress, whilst a turban and Patha was wound 
round His Honours hat. 

‘His Honour's Deputies also received each a silver robe of 
honour, and further royal presents like the Lord Ambassador. They 
were then conducted back along the silver raling to the place where 
they ad paid their respects. “Here they mist thank the Emperor 
for the hongur received with three kornus or hows, according to 
the use of the country, and were then all three Jed up to the silver 
railing before the Emperor's Throne. As soon as. they arrived 
there, the Emperor rose and went inside, accompanied by his sons, 
the Prinees Djihaan Duar Sjal? ane! Djehaan Sjah* who were seated 
a lite below His Majesty on the right and left side. 

‘Hereupon all the Ammerauws and also the Ambassador went 
home, but with such a concourse of men that everyone feared to 
be erushed to death. “After pasirg the Cannat His Honour and 
the Deputies mounted their palangsins again, and departed with 
their stite in the same order in which they had come to Court, and 
reached their garden again at nine o'clock in the evening. 

‘The presentation elephants and horses had not then bea able 
to be presented to the Monarch owing to the short notice in granting 
the audience. This was done on the th Jamiary. According to

fof the former there was no time, owing to the fall of darkness 

‘After His Honour bad made his saltations, he was preseated 
by the Emperor with a Hindoostani candger? or dagger, studded 
with precious stones,—according to the testimony of all, ak unesual 
favour.

‘In the meanwhile the presents intesded forthe Imperi Princes

‘Denna Juliana then came {0 call upon the Lord Ambassador 
and was very nobly received by him for the space of half an hou

These His Excellency very 
sgracionsly accepted 

(On the 13th the same was done to the very influential Am- 
maruw and Provisioral Chancellor of the Realm, Enayt Ullah 
Chan! a great favourite of Prisce Mahhaod Asem; but His Ex- 
ccllency took only thee pairs of spectacles, and returned the rest 
With the assurarce of his friendship. 

(On the 18th dito the Lord Ambassador waited upon the Emir 
‘ul Ammarauw, Soulfcaar Chan; immediately oa his arrival be was 
taken to the stat of the Prince, and very amiably received. After 
paying the compliments of salutation, His Honour offered the Prince 
a nesser of gold rupees. 

His Excellency took only one, laid his hand upon the rest,

attendants to condect them thither. 

"Hereupoa His Honour gave orders that the Assistants and 
first Clerk, Joban Coenrad Kok, Cornelius Kammert and Adolé 
vvan Rensen, ete. should betake themselves thither, who accordingly 
departed towards evening, and came to the tent of the Lady, stand- 
ing about a musket shot from the Emperor's Canaats, where they 
had to remain until dack, 

‘They were then fetched by a Mancepdaar; before the Canaats

ave orders to the eunich, overser'of the frst mentioned place, 
nd an Ammerauw of 3,000 horses, that om the arrival of the Lord 
‘Ambassador with his suite, not only should he show everything 
to him, but moreover cause all the fountains to pay 
(Of all these matters Donna Juliana gave the Ambassador timely 
sews, who on January 28th following betook himself with all his 
‘ute thither, and at the gate of the garden was very politely reel 
ed by a eunuch, and further treated in accordance with His Majesty's 
commands 
"The. plce was very large and filed with’ a variety of fruit 
trees, ‘The Alleys run between very tall cypress trees, and are 
achitecturally ornamented at regular intervals or spaces with mag 
ficent Imperial pleasure houses, to the number of two and thirty that 
form an agrecable prospect, the same being greatly enhanced by a 
number of artful extracts, which could be sen gushing along the 
Alleys and through the pleasure houses; all of which matters are

‘This took place st his request, and Mr, Ketelaar moreover ordered 
three sates to be fired in honour of His Imperial Majesty, for 
which the eanueh, full of admiration, thanked His Honour. 
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(On the 2h ditto His Honour with his suite, also viewed the 
Palace Pacrimahal, otherwise styled the Court of Nymphs.

then came to sit with them, listening to them with delight for three 
Ihours on end, and at length dismissiog them with 2 competent 


"A few days later, the thind Prince also, Refel Sjah, requested 
Qf the Lord Ambassador to have his musicians, to whom they 
played all night, and then took their leave with a present. 

Prince Mesodidien was ot satisied with the bearing of these 
musicians, but also wished to see the practice, or military exercises 
of the Hollanders, and requested of the Lord Ambassador, there- 
fore, on February’ Ist that he might be present at the same, before 
the garden of Donna Julian. 

"His Highness was there early with his wives and had all the 
roads ned with his people. 

‘As the Ambassador just then had an attack of fever, 
Honour arranged, however, that everything should take place in 
‘very good, order, in the presence of both his Deputies accompanied 
by all the clerks and writers, and that the Prince should be saluted 
Dy them with fall ceremony. 

‘The Ensiga, Nythart, in the meantime, assembled his Grenadiers 
their full equipment, the Prince with kis suite appeared at nine 
‘O'clock before the garden, as did Ekewise the Deputies or Adjuncts. 
the Under-Merchant Haak, the Secretary Bruinink, the Upper- 
‘master! Eppendorp and the further Europeans, where they remained. 

‘After witnessing these exercises, the Pricce was saluted by 
Mr. Beerenaard and the second Deputy, Dirk Huisinkveld, as well 
as the others, with three salaams.

eason of this was the weak state of the Emperor, be- 
sinulig with a chil and ending with an apoplectic St, which put 
them fn fear for his lfe and. recovery; wherefore, in cate he abot 


come to di, each put means in hand to secure himself the Realty, 
“The fight of the armies, together with a mumber of households 
having an interest in the same, was extremely great, and the road 
to Lahore was biockei! with laggage to suh an exten, that it could 
not be used, and by reason of the great increase thereof, towards 
ight could not even be approached 
Prince Shah Aalem, XITIth in succession, is here shown from 
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the life, in-a splendid cloth of gold wpper robe, and his Consort, 
the Mother of the succteding Emperor, also in a splenlid clothof- 
gold long kabaay! strewn with bouquets. 

On the afternoon of February 23th the Emperor, Sjah Aalem 
Bhadu, came to die, of which the Lord Ambassador was informed 
jn confidence by a faithfal friend at Court and it ws i 
His Majesty bad very earnestly recommenced his eldest son, Prince 
Mosodidien, or Djelaan Daar Sjah to the most important Ammeraus 
and ad dedared him to be the most competent as bis successor. 

Donna Julians informed His Honour of this on the 29th ditto 
by a letter, and cautioned him at the same time to be on his guard 
‘against plondering, as this usually west on until a new Ewpetor 
was established. 

His Honour therefore had the estrances of his garden as quickly 
‘as posible bricked up, and the goods of the Hon. Company brought 
there, while he went in and out through the door of the adjacent 
second garden, He also provided himself with two hundred. Natives 
to be in the etter state of resistance. 

‘Sjah Aalem Bhadur died thus, after having reigned five years 
iinus eight days, om the 28h February A. 1712, being sixty-eight 
‘years of age and four months, seing that he was bora in the math 
‘of November A. 16534 

Tt was stid that one of his Field Commanders, whos he dis- 
covered with one of his concubines, Jensiati (Jamshid?) Chan by 
name, caused his death and with a dagger ripped open his bel’, 

ing assured that he himself would otherwise be a dead man; bit 
neither did he escape this, as he was immediately hacked to pieces 
by two bodyguards, who pursued him into the women's quarters 

Sjah Aalem, atthough so severely wounded, remained aboit 
iree days in lifes but gave up the ghost on the 3ed day. 

He left four sons, to wit, Moeseeddien (wsually for conjenh 
fence called Moseddien) or also Djehaan Daar Sjah, who was’ thea 
fatty years and eight months, and himself had three’ sors, of whom 
the eldest, ealed Assodien? was already a Prince of thirty years, 
but the two other Princes were still young. 

‘The Emperor’s second Son, or the next to Pricee Movoddien, 
was Mabhmud Azem, who was also sonietimes cilled Azem Ussan 
Bhadur. He was seven and forty years and four months olf, and 
had also three Sons, of which the eldest was called Makhantd 
Cariem, the second Foreh Sjeee and the third Hamam Bax. the eldest. 
lieing a Prince of about thity, the next of five and twenty and the 
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youngest about eight years old. 

“The third son of Shah Aalem, was Refiel Sjah* He was forty 
years and three months old. He had two sons of which one was 
ten and the other seven years old. 

‘The last son of the Emperor was Djehaan Sjah? Prince of 
seven and thirty years and six months, and who bad two very young 
fons ving 

‘Each of these Princes tried, by a wide distribution of money, 
to win the nobles and the people to his side; but Mahmud Azem 
fovtshone them all in great treasure, gold coine and strength of 
people, notwithstanding that the Emir ul Armerau, Suilfcaan Chan, 
hhad supported the eldest Prince, Mosoddien, with ine laks of gold 
rupees and with all his Jewel, generous example which almost 
allthe other nobles of the Realm followed, ott of love of this Prince, 
for his amiable and sociable temper. This Lord also prevailed so 
{far withthe other Princes of the bod, that Refel Sjah and Djehsaan 
Sjah declared themselves for their eldest Brother anv against Prince 
Mabhiad Azer, whereto the impatient and vindictive temper of 
the Prince Mabhud Azem had given great cause. 

‘To draw this bond of union closer between the thrée Princes, 
it was mutually agreed that Prince Refe! Sjah should be Sovereiga 
King of Bengal and Djehaan Sjah Sovereign Prince of the king- 
‘doms of Choromandel and Deca. 

‘The frst act of Prince Mosoddien was to write to the Soubaas! 
and Provincial Governors to take care that Farochsjeer did. not 
Teave Bengal with his troops, nor tnite himself ¢o the bands of his 
father, Prince Mahmud Azem, against the lawful siccestor to 
the Kingdam; yet in spite of all precautions, owing to the great 
indetence of ‘the eldes: Prince, the Emperor Mosoddien, Prince 
‘Mabhmed Azem grew so mighty that that Sovereign was obliged’ to 
surround his eamp with a circle of double intrenchments, 

Tn this general rising of the Princes one against the other, 
no thought was given to the affairs of the Hon. Company, just 
a litle as to the Lord Ambassador; exept that His Honour also 
‘was not free from danger. 

Thus was uch time lost for nothing, which also caused the 
Hon, Company great expense and. that too, without the least 
Guarantee for their affairs, even if he, as being the Price most 
wished for, should stmain ‘upon the throne. 

‘As if these were not traubles enough for Mr. Ketelaar, this 
was added to them that on March 3rd the eldest Prince sent’ a 
Firman or command in writing, ordering him with all his people

besides that he was sick, this did not lie within his power, and 
that he hoped, therefore, to be excised in the matter. 

His request was granted, and His Honour further advised to 
Detake himself to the city, which had declared for His Highness, 
as the other Princes would otherwise be sure to ask him and 
possible to force him, in the same way. This advice the Lord 
‘Ambassador gratellly followed. the very same day, hiring three 
Ketterat or inns in the ety, in which he established Bimself that 
‘evening, with several Europeans, acd was followed the next day 
by the rest of his people, with the goods, to° escape the pillage, 
‘which icereased all around everyday. 

In the meantime Souilicaar Chan pressed Mahmud Azam 
so nearly by a small manocvee, posting himself in four separate 
divisions and causing great scarcity of provisions, in his eamp, that 
the armies were thereby foreed to approach each other, and from 
twelve hundeed. pieces continuously cannonaded one another. 

Mosoddien, assured of the favour of the Casi, or Spititual 
Juuge at Lahore (a Lord of ro lees consideration amongst the 
Mobiammedan clergy than the Pope in the Church of Rome) and 
having been informed that the Son of the deceased Lord Chan- 
callor Chanchanaan and Mobabeth Chan Bhadur Selfer Jeng! fad 
made a secret agreement with Mabbmad Azam, thought i advicable 
to have the former thrown into prison, and his considerable pro- 
‘erty confiscated, while the latter had betaken himself to Mahmud 
‘Aza, 

‘They found there great store of treasure, of silver, gold and 
other goods, consisting of sixty thousand gold Rupees, ewenty max 
tuncoined gold, and about seventy man uncoined silver, and the worth 
fof four lak of rupees in men’s and women’s apparel, all of which 
‘was brought to His Majesty. 

Alter they had cannonaded one another, then, for six days 
‘and n'ghts continuously, Mabhmud Azam was attacked by. his 
youngest brother, Price Djehaan Sjah on March 17th and forced 
to risk a very uncertain and terrible bale, 

He approached Djehaan Sjah with various deceitful signs of 
friendship, such a5 the waving of his nose kerchief, appearing as 
if he would come over to his side; but attacked him with several

‘Between the 25th and 26th of March Soulfcaar Chan set fre 
to the powder magazine of Djehtan Sjah, which enraged that 
Prince so greatly that he swore to revenge it sabre in hand, and 
50 either to make himself Emperor or die fighting. 

“He had. courage in sufficiency but great lack of money, the 
very sinew of war, and the frst incentive to the Soldiers, so that 
hhe was obliged to sscrifce his silver plate forthe payment of their 
arrears, already grown somewhat great. 

"Thereupon, on the Emperor's side, the order of butte was 
made in four divisions in such manner that Prince Refiel Sjab 
Should attack the enemy fret, the Emperor's eldest son, Prince 
Assodien, support him, Soulfcaar Chan lead the thied division and 
the Ammerauw Kockeltaas Chan! make the fourth attade, 

in the meantime, Prince Djehaan Sjah had managed to get

In 
the meantime their Honours had also obtained an opportnity of 
recommending the affairs of the Enhassy sigently to His High- 
hetes second, Rajah Sebhasjent? and. second Divan. Gessngh? 
‘which two gettemen received them very politely and left no good 
the subject br at, making assed 














ther which they would gladly do their lust for the Deputies with 
the Agents of the Embassy. Proceading after this to the place of 
audience of the abovementioned Nabob again and after wating 
there till 2 o'lock in the afternoon in eager desire for the effect 
of all these promises, the Prince had let them know that they 
might go home without anxiety, as His Highness would sign the 
papers and send them to His Honour. The aforesaid Prince, on 
being again pressed, renewed his promises the same evening, with 
the addition that the agreement should without fail be signed the 
{following day and sent to His Honour, with which for the present 
they were obliged content themselves and again retire, hoping for 
the best. 

7th ditto—This day the wndermerchant and second Deputy, 
‘Sr. Huysinkvelt, etumel to the Ambassador to give him full verbal 
information concerning the princely and other pi that bad 
been made. 

8th ditto—-About 10 o'clock in the forenoon a lester was de- 
livered to the Lord Ambassador, addressed an hour earlier to His 
Honour by the second Deputy, wherein he stated that, after our 
Agents the day before had returned empty-handed from the Lord 
‘Chancellor, His Honour the evening of date having received a 
‘message that the Nabob was about to sign our points, de novo 
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visited the duebar of the aforessid Prince; bat after having sat 
there tll fully leven o'lock at might, His Highness had at Inst ex= 
use hinges a baving been deterred from signing by a too great 
Dress of business, but would do so tomorrow; with which reply 
‘they mast yet again content themselves. In the meantime, when 
leaving the Durbar, the aforesaid first Deputy had spoken to Ragie 
Sebhasjent, Diwan of the oft aforementioned Prince, in earnest but 
courteous terms, asking what the reason might be for this dis- 
tressing postponement from one time to another, with the request 
to be permitied to have a report of our coceemns; to which the 
gentleman ina niost amiable manner had replied, that not only 
Were our alse in a highly propitioas'conaltion, but were alteady 
accompanied, as the Nabob himself had assured’ His Honour; en 
‘couraging him to have no misgivings whatever, undertaking moreover, 
at the proposal of the aforesaid. Deputy, 0 bring the Nabob to- 
‘motrow’s day to the signing of the point 

Te going o the Durbar His Honour had mét Prince Assuddien, 
10 whoot he felt obliged to offer a nesser of 5 gold moors, which 
‘His Highness had graciously accepted, and thereupon dispatched 
the aforesaid Nos. Heererts, further informing the aforesaid lest 
Deputy, though not with absolute certainty, chat the Emperor sould 
‘break camp the following day, as the day before His Majesty's 
‘tent had been removed and pot up 24 eos further on. 

‘At 4 o'dock in the afternoon the Lord Ambassador received 
asturher missive from the aforestid Son. Beernats, written in 
the afternoon about 2 o'lock wherein he informed His Honour that 
Ibaving again presented himself at the Durbar of the Lord Chan- 
cllor, His Highness passing by diverse ammerouws and rajahs 
come’ there to salute him, without even looking at them, had ap- 
‘proached the aforesaid Hon. Bernards with a gracious countenance 
and promised that he would sign the points that day in accordance 
with his desir, that the requests of the Embassy were already 
accorded; wherefore His Honour had resolved to betake himself 
there again at about 4 o'lock, in the hupe of a favourable conelie 
sion. “He also notified, that according to the word of divers im- 
‘portant personages, amongst them some of the Lord Chancellor's 
faite, the Emperor was about to break camp on the 1th and that 
if he heard further news on this subject he would communicate 
it to His Honour differing in the meantime to the approval of the 
Lord Ambassador, that he would remain with the Embassy suite 
tuntil the day before the Emperor's departure; which was approved 
by His Honour and acted on accordingly. 

Just before midnight the Lord Ambassador again received a 
letter from the frequently mentioned Deputy, written shortly be- 
“fore, at 10 o'lock, in which His Honour communicated that, accord- 
ing to advice, he had again presented himself at 4 o'lock at the 
Durbar of the Lord Chancellor, and having rezsved auspicious

ith aita-=Wth the dawn of day the Einperor again broke 
‘amp with his army ani marched 8 cox farther, to 3 soe beyond 
the lide town ealed Noericocbd? which the Exobty di likewise, 
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‘whose tent was pitched between that of the Emperor and that of 
SSoulficaar Chan, in a place where pleasant cool air could be 
felt. Tn the meantime the Lard Ambassador was informed that 
the Lord Chancellor, according to instructions, bad signed some of 
the most important of the Company's points, promising to confirm 
it the following day with his seal 

12th dito—As soon as day began to break the march was con- 
tinwed in common, for 9 cos, up 0 the river Debda," in no less 
good order, ard without any discomfort, as it had been on the former 
Gaya; the tent of the Embassy here as before, being. placed near 
to the Emperor's, clot tothe aforesaid river. The armies of Prince 
‘Assudien, called Kogiltaes Chan Baxi, already lay in eamp on the 
further side of the river, (over which two ridges of boats were 
thrown). The Lord Ambassador here received the happy tidings 
that the Lord Chancellor, the night before, bad signed all the points 
‘but one, which he promised to treat in the same way as soon as 
his accumulated ocedpations permitted him a moment for the purpose. 

Tash ditta~—Mokkamn? or day of rest held; but as the Amme- 
rouw Attambeek Chan? ofered the Lord Ambassador a vessel for 
the transport of the Embassy's goods, ete, some heavy carts were 
put across at His Honour’ orders at once that day. 

Tith ditto—The Emperor (although the greater part of the 
army had crossed the river) remained in camp, by which the Lord 
“Ambassador also was regolated; who yet in the mesnwhile had the 
remaining heavy carts of the Embassy which had not been taken 
lover the day before, transported ina vessel put at his disposal 
by the Ammerouw Attumbeek Chan, to the end that His Honour 
in crossing later, might have so mich the less hindrance, 

15th ditto—The Emperor passed over the aforestid river by 
the bridge of boats thrown over it, and as His Majesty had given 
‘the Lord Ambassador leave to make use of it, His Honour broke 
camp wih his train (except the Hon Mr. Beernarts, who remained 
there untl everything was transported and nothing left behind) in 
the afternoon at 3 o'deck and at about a cannon shot from ox 
encampment, passed over the aforesaid bridge, in front of which 
a gate was made, through which everything must frst pass in order 
that the people might not erowd too thickly upon it and cause each 
‘other annoyance. The bridge in question consisted of about 38 
flat-bottomed beats, each about 24 fathoms wide, which were £0 
ranged side by side, that the water just had play between them, 
forming in al’ at a guess a length of 80 fathoms; the wideh of the 
same was about 2 fathoms, so that two carte would have been able 
to pass over one Leside the other; the erossing of which took place 
‘without any notable dificult, although the heat was so great and 
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‘element hat ino shot a tine of marching jet were many pene 
teen Iying dead upon the ground along the oad. 

‘The Lord Ammbasaior’s tent being pitched about half a cos 
from the river atthe tal place rot far from the Emperor's tent 
and he having reached, was given natice that one of the horsemen 
‘who had entered the Hon. Companys service at Agra, while trying 
to cross the river on horseback ad lost his footing through the 
rapidity of the stream and was drowned, bu te hose was salvaged, 
at which His Honour, atthe urgene request of the Mobammelans 
in the Company's servic, sent several natives to search forthe ute 
touted boiy, who reported on ther return that amongst the mul 
{de of drowned Dodies floating down the river they had not been 
able to find the sorpus they sought 

Further the Lord Ambassador was informed that one of his 
beats, being t00 heavily laden with people who bad forced. them- 
selves upon it, was sunk, but everything was salvaged, whilst one 
divo with pasengers ani army rable amongst whom mazy wove’, 
was upet by an elephant, causing divers persons to be drowned. 

16h ditomtn the evorning arrived Mr. Beereards wih the 
tent and goods that had remained behind, the Lord Ambastador 
being noifed towards evening by our Agents that his Mogul Majesty 
tad promised to sigh the few ronaiting separate reqests and 
thereupon to pass them on to the Lord Chancellor Soilscaar Chan 
for his jit signature aod further expedition: but that His Maesy 
Jad been hindred therein bythe cceurrence of & brotha that very 
day between the Prince Bedaer Dil (Ieing 1 son of Belaer Bax 
(Besar Baki), whose father was the deceased Prince Aziem Tara) 
and a daughter of Priace Mhemeth Aziem, for wich reasoo Tis 
Tnperial Majesty 

1th dtta—remained in bis encampment by the sve, although 
the imggage, et, a5 well of the army ab of the Eniaasy, were sent 
fn 7 eos; there being only a Sing’e pasmage over a long stone bridge 
tthe entrance to the town called Sultaenpeer? it required much 
time before such a grea amy could be pass over 

Shocly after we heard that the Emperor with the whole army 
was aboct to break camp the following day and to continue the 
toate a8 was 

18th dito.—effected in the moming at break of day and the 
fencral march continued to the aforeaid town, tat as the Lord 
‘Ambassador thought i would be very aicut to pass the bridge 
and a second dito 8 eo further og, atthe same tine asthe amy, 
His Honour resolved to leave his Depudes behind (in order should 
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any occasion thereto arse to urge the Company's interests as much 
fs possibe at Court with the Lord Chancellor) until the Emperor 
should stat on the march, while the Lord Ambassador with the 
Emlassy train show'd go on in fron. Wherefor His Honour at 
9 vekck in the evening Uroke camp and shortly after the whole 
rower, being favoured in their march by the moonlight, crossed 
the bridge safely and formed their encampmest st the further side of 
the last mentioned bridge. 

19th dito.—The Emperor remained with his army and the Lord 
Ambassador received per leter from his Deputy the news that 
His Imperial Majesty had signed some more of the remaising 
points, His Horonr having witnessed the signaiure of the same 
‘with his own eyes. There arose in the evening a heavy thunder 
storm, together with a fierce wind, thunder and heavy rain mixed 
‘with bailstones the site of a mniske: bullet, that lasted nearly an 
hour, in which storm many eop‘e were ent down by brigands and 
otherwise lost their lives. 

2ist dillon the forenoon the Emperor arrived and shorty 
after the frequently mentioned Deputies. 

Ti the evening there was again a violent hailstorm and thereby | 
such a vehement storm of wind that most of the tents of the army 
as well as those of the Embassy were torn down, inspite of what 
fever precautions could be taken, the same lasting’ good hour and 
‘ceasioning fire in diverse parts of the army, whieh, however, 
being timely extinguished, caused no particular harm. ! 

‘22nd dito.—Before sunriee the march was again begun and 
continued for 8 cos up to a Serrai called Nomabel! the route being 
taken past a vilage caled Nicadoor Tie day the heat was not 
‘9 excessive as it had Leen for a few days, thus the rain that had 
fallen had somewhat cooled the ground. as desired. 

23rd ditto-—The Emperor kept mokkam, or day of rest, never- 
theless the Lord Ambassador towards evening sent the foretent 
12 cos in advance, as far as the river Sadalets* and at 12 o'clock 
st night the greater part cf the Embassy tain followed, teav- 
ing the Deputies behind with the rest until the Emperor decamped, 
in order that if unexpectedly anything might be reqvired with regard 
to the Company's affairs, someone might be at hat, thereby giving 
the Court no excuse for neglect of affairs In the meantime if 
it should be found posse, ke would, with the advance train in 
‘question pass over the ever bafore His Majesty, which, 

2h dito, 10 o'clock “i the morning. and the 
advanced tent being pitched, His Honour was of intent to Jaze over 
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the water in the evening after some rest with his accompanying 
Site But there being only one bridge thrown over it-here, the 
Same was found so fall and obstrucced by troops and laggage, that 
fo avoid accidents he was olfiged to put it off for the present, all 
the more s0, that it was pitiale to see the quantity of corpses 
floating down the river of people who had been erowded off the 
aforesaid bridge, The Blephants, Camels and many horsemen waded 
the river over & sand bank, on which occasion many persons being 
lifted from the ground by the stream and not able to salve them 
selves by wining, were forced to forfeit their lives miserably.

not Heing eble to get over the bridge and trying to go through the 
‘aforesaid shallow part of the siver, were carried away by the stream 
© and only a few of them salvaged. 
; ‘And ae the Ammerouw -Attumbeek Chan at the Emperor's 
command had provided two boats for the transport of the Embassy's 
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who found the tents of the Embassy standing between the small 
town of Lodiana’ and aforesaid river. The whole night through 
‘thunder and it rained heavily. 

27th ditte—In the morning, the weather seeming fair and good, 
the Emperor betook himself to the artilope hunt, from which he 
returned at 2 clock in the afternoon. 

‘Shorly after came another violent thunderstorm, aecompasi 
by heavy rain and hailzones, amongst which some were of the size 
of pigeon’s eggs, which lasted ull the evening and by which the 
iver was so swollen that it was feared that our encampment (of

itto of being very suddenly robbed of his life and crushed to 
pieces by a mad Elephant. His Imperial Majesty, on the above- 
Inentioned ay, having just left his teat on the march to above- 
mentioned city of Carnac, the aforesaid hollow-belly made straight 
for His Majesty and struck with his trunk or snout at the golden 
litter in which the monarch was contained; but the cabaers! sur- 
viving so far aside that his blow smscarried the Elephant wound 
his trunk round the Litter to breale the same to pieces, but His 
Majesty deat the horrible enemy a smart blow over the snout with 
his sabre and at the same time was hastily rescued by his convoy 
of Ammeroaws and riders, while the infuriated beast was done 
to death with javelins and the carnae siting upon him transfixed 
by His Majesty's own hand with a javalin, the overseer of the 
carnaets being immediately taken into arrest 

‘At this, the Emperor's most happy escape, the Embassy not 
without cause was greatly rejoiced, seeing that if His Majesty 
(who had already given so many substantial proofs of is favour 
to the Embassy and almost daily gave sil further ones) had been 
40 overcome by the imminent danger as might easily bave oocurred, 
‘without doubt nothing but sad consequences could have ensued for 
four difficult and important mission, the which, however, Heaven 
was graciously pleased to avert, 

2h, dtio—With the-aemy towards the town of Sjha Jehaen 
Abael? (Olum Dilly) but having advanced a march, the Emperor 
was pleased to notify to the Lord Ambassador, that it would not 
be disagreeable to His Majesty Jf His Honour with his accom 
panying train of Hollanders, would accompany His Majesty at his 
entry into the aforesaid city.

Arrived 
at the second gate of the castle, the Lord Ambassador left the grena~ 
fiers there and having passed the third gate the abovementioned 
assistants and sergeant dismounted and followed Fis Honour with 
the frequenily aforesaid Deputies om foot, who were carried in 
their palanguine to where they could easily see the throne, where 
the aforesaid gentlemen left their palanquins, in order to approach

‘The Lond Amiescador and his Deputies having performed the

thence, as the throne directly faced the entrance to the castle, had 
‘view of everything. 

“The apartment in which this throne stood was also very splendid 
In front it had the width of nine vaults or arches, from the midmost 
of which a view was obtained of these thrones standing one behind 
the other, as well as of the entrance to the caste 

"High up in the ball were seen many gotden balls, the thickness 
cof a man’s head, which Ining from golden chains 

‘This throne, which indeed may be called one of the Wonders 
‘of the World both from the aspect of art and because of its expense 
fand great value bas cost nine crores (each being 100 laks), nine

which after His Majesty had sat thereon and returned home again 
was taken away by His Majesty's servants and stored up.

After being presented with the waual 
present of betels, they were dismissed in a most friendly manner 
and returned home.

Jeter, wile he would regard the Hon, Company's fairs as his 
coe, and on all occasions that his offces might be required would 
prove himel( a friend. ‘The Lord. Ambassador having exprested 
fis thanks, His Exeeleny ext betook himself with his suite to 
the Amerouw Attenbesk Chan, by which gentleman His Exceleny 
was no lee politely recived, and after some amiable discotrse 
induding the wish for a prosperous journey, they took leave and 
‘eturel to their lodging in the evening 

‘September 7ln=Last evening at 9 o'clock the Lord Ambassador 
vas informed by the agents, tht, by the Empress’ express orders 
His Exealeney with his whole train should greeter this moraing 
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is Excelleney therefore ordered all the Europeans, both civil ind 

tary, to be in readiness, and accordingly at about 10 o¢lock 
this morning he was further informed by aforesaid agents that 
THis Excellency with his daputies paymaster! and secretary should 
appear at Court. Hereupon His Excellency with the persons named, 
betook himself ‘immediately to the caste, where he was informed 
that, as the Empreas hd a view over the river, it was her pleasire 
that Their Honours should go to that sie, behind the castle. This 
being done, and having waited a while under the shadow of some 
trees, the Lord Ambasiador received in the name of Her Majesty 
gold and Their Honours his adjutants silver, robes of honour, 
fas also the payemaster! the secretary Bodidaerse’ ‘These having 
hhsen donned. Their Honours. were Drought to.» suitable distance 
from the place where Her Majesty sat behind the castle, where 
having remained about 1 hour, Their Honours, were brought to 
within about 40 paces of the’ window where Her Majesty was 
enjoying the view and there ranged in a row. Having payed their 
respect by advancing one step, then several steps and making four 
salaams, after standing there for about $0 seconds, they. were 
notified by a sign from above, that Her Majesty permitted the 
Lord Ambassador to take his departure, which, after making one 
more salam, took place. 

September Sih-—At 10 o'dock in the morning, we departed in 
state from our lodging for Barapoet (Bara Pula) whither the bag- 
‘eage waygons had been very early dispatched. “En passant the 
ord Ambassador and his whole suite visited the house of Madame 
Juliana, to thank her for the warentting zealand {riendahip shown 
i the Hon. Company in this entussy. Having reached the abode 
fof the sti Tady, ‘Theie Honour were received with great politeness 
tnd after exchanging reciprocal compliments, invited to sit down, 
hrefore a curtain, behind which her ladyship with some otber fad 
was state After the expression of their thanks the aforesaid 
dona answered in obliging terms, and regaled the Lond Ambassador 
land further friecds with eetels, after which expressions leave was 
taken and the journey towards Barapoel was resumed. The Lord 
Ambassador was escorted by his deputies through Sjx Jehaensbad 

ss far as old Dilly, where tht gentleman returned to the lodgi 
they had left, to expedite the acquisition of the fermaen for His 
Exellency the Lord Governor General, whiet had not been ready 
Vefore our departure. “At 2 oiclock in the afternoon the Serra of 
Barapoe! was reached, in company with diverse important Christians 
‘and merchants, who after a short stay and amiable reception, returne 
‘again to the ety. 

‘October T2ih—~Towards evening the aforessid deputies arrived. 
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and in giving an account of their doings, informed the Lord An 
issador amongst others that the Persian. (clerk) Benfrabandas 
‘with our agents would follow to-morrow with the remaining papers. 

Inthe evening about 9 o'lock we heard a great outery and 
diverse canon shots from the army that was encamped oppos 
the Serra. This was caused by. gangs of robbers, who had de> 
rived some of the riers of their horses, 

October 13th—In the afteioon, in accordance withe yester 

surance, the Imperial favour for His Excellency at Batavin 
td. the deatek' for out return journey were brought by the fre- 
quently mentioned Persian weiter and three agents, and delivered 
{6 the Lord Ambastador. Thereupon His Excellency presented 
the last named, in the name of the Hon. Company cach with a 
robe of Honour and a horse in. acknowledgment of their services 
Guring this embassy, after which towards evening they tole a 
reypectfal lave and departed, having been de novo enjoined by 
the Lord, Ambassador in sei the Company's 
aifaire wih vigilance and activity, especially concerning the money 
foreed from it at Sjapoer. 

(October 14th—Everything. having been made ready for the 
journey during the night, at sunrise we left the Serra and ca 
‘without any notable event after a march of 7 cos to the spot Fariet- 
abnat! and entered a serra, for the approaching night, from which 

‘October. 15th-—at break of day and properly accompanied by 
cayalry we set out. We had been warned that the road we were 
to travel today to the spot called Serra Horel (Sarai Hodal) was 
very unsafe owing to the roving thieves, s0 the Lord Amlassador 
usd he train to march in 3 columns, as close as possible together, 
‘Gviding both the cavalry and infantry in the rearguard under his 
Hon, Nemards and in the vanguard under Huysinghvele. Tn this 
conler having passed balf the day and rested under some tres, 
‘ee received tidings that a few hours before some carts had beet 
robbed quite neat our resting place, which news made ts keep even 

‘and close together, but we arrive. in the after- 

‘noon without any evil encounters atthe spot Palwel? situated 13 cos 
‘rom Favietaaat, und Jodged in a Serea ther till next day. 

air AS ing he alread oer am under 

suitable convoy the journey was resumed in company” with the 

Haale and Waktawaners! trom Aajeent orto Cole Chat and 
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‘the boutaert (,) of Boerapoet Kidjerchant who Having riddén il 
tmidday on horseback with His Excellency tien ook to their pafan- 
‘guns as the sun shone with tertife heat. Foi cos from Palwel 
we passed thrucgh the vilge of Bamerckex, 14 cos futher the 
village of Mitros, being a notorious nest of robbers and 2 cos 
Teyend this having passed Kattakers, the convoy that bad accom 
panied us from Palwo! took leave, as their territory ended here, 
that of Horel began. A cos from thé village in question, in the 
open ‘eld on our left hand various horsemen appeared now and 
then, from the hills and bushes, in accordance with the 
maxims of the robbers in dese lands,” coming on the flank to 
fwaken fear in the travelers and cause them to take to fight. 
But some fifteen of our horsesen, recognising them as such vleurs. 
together with the treasurer and secretary who Were also on horse: 
Tc ckarging at them in ful gallop, tie aforesaid vagabonds re 
tired quietly towards the bushes and big his behind which (as 
‘we were told 1} hours later by a peasant) mote than eighty horse- 
yen and at least fifty musqueteers were hidden, intending, by 
sending out a few of their accomplices to entce thither those who 
pursued them. Tn the meantime, some of the boldest holding their 
round, and coming to blows, three of them with their orbs 
were taken prisoner, the remainder silving themselves by Aight 
behind the tit cited allowing’ the aforesid enthusiasts to amuse 
themselves with the aforesaid booty, while the prisoners in. ies- 
ion, with fads bound pon ther” backs, were brought ack to 
the Lord Ambassador, who commanded. that they. should 9 far 
he carried with us t0 cur following mamsjel of Horelt cos 
further the convoy from the latter place came to mett us, with 
‘whom, after passing a large village called Bansary, by marching 
2 cos we arrived st Horel at 3 o'lock in the afternoon without 
any forther such encounters, and took up out quarters ina serra 
‘When we had been about 4 an hour in aforesaid serra, an Amerouw 
came 10 prostrate himself before the Lord Ambassador, begging 
His Exeeleney to pot to death the scoundrels that we had ex 
trapped and brought here prisoner, because they were the same 
who, now two days ago, had niardered his only son on that road 
dnd stolen his horse, the which could be recognised. amongst. the 
‘three horses captured from the scoundrels and brought here. But 
is Excellency seat them snd their horses and. weapons with ob 
of our gosbaerdaers (gursbardats) to the fausdaer (fatjdat) 
of aforessid Horel, with orders to acquaint hin with what had 
happened, recommending thatthe fellows should be kept safe where 
tney could not escape, and that the foudaar would. sends letter 
‘which he acknowledged having these prisoners in his power, 
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as His Bxcelleney was shout to communicate the same to the Court 
‘Accortingly aforesaid gosberdaar delivered the required billet to 
the Lord Ambassador on his return, and assured hi in the name 
‘of the officer in question thatthe rascals should be treated acoord- 
Ing, to his wish and orders. Having. passed the further night in 
tranquility we proceeded 

‘October I7th=—Next morning, as soon as the serra was opened, 
‘upon our journey in the former order, although as has been said, 
wwe were so longer in danger from robbers. After passing diverse 
Villages and meeting with no dliscomforts in the way, a_march 
0f 9 eos brought us to the serra of the village of Tesjatta* Shortly 
after our arrival there we were told that ill news of us had been 

lated there, that we had een struck down by the Mewatt 
(ving the namie of aforesaid robbers) and our caffila® despoiled, 
and further that yesterday, between Horal and Palwel an escort 
Which had met ub had been struck by the same miserable fate 
Towards evening the Lord Ambassador had diverse letters written 
in Persian, t the Loni Charcellor his Diwan and other important 
Princes in which our encounter with the robbers between Palwel 
fund Horel was notified as related above, with which was enclosed 
the leter from the faudtar of the Iter place to His Excellency 
with the hope that His Mogul Majesty and ‘Their Highnesses would 
‘ot be offended by his action, the which missive the following day 
was 














October 18th—Despatched at 10 o'dock in the morning with 
his own seal attached. “This done we proceeded on our journey, 
‘About 1 cos heyendl town callsd’ Matura His ExeeReney was 
‘met in the road by the son and the cousin of the broker Birsidas, 
‘who sad they were come from Agara and bid him welcome. with 
presentation of nessers, which, however, His Excellency didnot 
‘ccept but returned to them wwith a friendly countenance. We

October 19th=—At 4 o'clock in the morning the serra was let, 
tnd the journey continued for 8 or 11 cox past the town of Orang 
aluat (al called Caepnegger)* and! various villages and. srras, 
4 far ay a spacious and clean serra called Gouguet,” which we 
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veached safely at 1 o'lock in the afterndon. 

October 20th—At 5 o'clock in the morning we again took to 
road, passing 4 cos from Gougeet a serra caled Honckte, 1} fur- 
ther'the village serra of Rosbehaen and 1 cos further the village 
fof Seconda! where tke Lord Ambassador took breakfast ina 
‘celebrated garden belonging to Assen Chan (Asid Khan) and where 
‘we Yenmsined gil 3 clock in the afterncon. “Here the Agara fer~ 
smaen was delivered to accountant Sr. Dirk Huysenve't by the Im- 
perial addy Nouroes Ale Beek, sng on an aleatyy, as well as 
that for all ragadoms (?) in the territory of the Mogul, to the 
Resident from the Court of the honoured monarch and de'egated 
‘chieftain, with the folowing veremonies. ‘The aforesaid Gosberdaen 
seated upon an aleatyy, just inside the gate on a large square 
platform of store masonry, held in his two hands the aforesaid 
fermaens in authentic copy bound up in golden bags. The Lord 
Ambassador with the first Deputy Oogier Bernards having the afore: 
‘said accredited chieftain between them and clothed in the robes 
ff honour that they had received at the farewell audience from 
His Mogul Majesty, came from behind out of the garden and 
lead the same before aforesaid Gorsherdaer, who thereupon rose 
‘up from the place where he sat and faving’ turned with his back 
towards Dilly, aforesaid chief made four cormusses, three steps 
nearer again four cormusses and having advanced once more three 
steps, the aforesaid writings were delivered to him and bound upon 
ths head, wherenpon he entered his palanguin and preceeded us upoa 
the read to the Hon. Company's lodging. The Lord Ambassador 
and his suite followed shorty, who being arrived at 5 o'clock was 
congratulated upon his safe arrival there and in the evening treated 
to-a magnificent feast by the aforesaid chieftain. 

October 24th —The Ambassador obtained tidings by 4 letter 
from the Court that, according to His Excellency’s request the 
‘ccurrence with the robbers on the road between Dilly and this 
town of Agara had been notifed to the Emperor, and that both 
by His Majesty and the Lord Chancellor the conduct persued by 
{His Excellency in the affair was very well received and highly com- 
mended, while on the other hand. His Majesty's Highness was s0 











lspleased with the Fausdaer of Horel for not kesping the safety 
in his district better, that no doubt was felt as to the deportment 
of that offer 

October 28:h—Letters from Dilly received by the Lord Am 
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Iasador tay, announced that the Gorsberdaer who was expressly 
‘ordered by His Imperial Majesty t0 go wit

‘Chan to'us, woul areive here from the Court within 2 or 3 da 

Primo Nowomber-—~The Lord Ambassador received a 

the haxt and wakanees of Ogjeen (Ujjain), Mortusa C 
together with bautart of Baenampoer (Burhenpur 2) Kidjeri Chant 
who had travene wisn rm Excellency from Dilly as notified above. 
These getlemen xing politely received by His Exeellncy and 
invited to sit down, the former communicated to His Excellency 
that amongst other things he had heard by letters from Dilly that 
the Lord Chancellor had made the Emperor acquainted with the 
rencontre with the robbers between Horel and Palwel, and that 
the Amiassador's conduet in the matter had been applauded by 
His Imperial Majesty. 

November 4th—The Gosberdacr (gursbordar) expected from 
‘the Court arrived at the Company's lodging bringing with him such

‘November Sth—By orders of the Lord Ambassador the ad-

south of this town, where His Excelleey intended to follow within 
1 few cays with the whole train of the embassy, except the friends 
‘who were to remain in Agara, and, with God's blessing from there 
to pursue the journey towards Sourat. 

‘Novewber 6th—The Tord Ammbaserdor received visite from 
diverse notables of this town, who after be'ng politely received hy 
His Exeelleney unanimously wished him a prosperous journey and 
returned to their home 

November Tth--His Exeeleney was congratulated by the 
couterwact and carora couterwsl, named Chan Miersa Allie Sjeer 
fon his happy return hither, with renewed assurance of his friend 
ship and favour, which the Lord Ambassador answered in polite 
‘terms and begged him to continue in his goodwill and affection, 
both as regards His Excellercy although he was leaving this pace 
and also the permanent headin loco aril {urther friends, which was 
promised with great conliality. After some further friendly dh 
course and presentation of leetels His Excellency took leave sid 
departed 

November Sth—Diverse rotables of the town visited the Lord

‘Of this place is not unpleasant on account of the many shady trees 
‘which stand around it 

November 14th—Before syarise we began ovr journey again, 
the vanguard being under command of His Hon. Rernards, who 
‘went in front on that account. Two cos from Fettabaat we came 
to a large village called Dhaulpoer (Dholpir) and 2 cos further 
through the village of Hindsi lying on a steep bill om the 
river Djommel (Chamba!) which seperates the district of Agara 
from that of Gouleur (Gwalior). Before coming to the aforesaid 
river we had to pass a steep mountain and very deep defile” of 
about $ cos. Everything was transported by means of fat-bottomed 
vessel, which however for want of sificient workmen, proceeded 
rather slowly, notwithstanding that His Excellency seat on a height 
in aforesaid village from the Agara side, could see that the work 
was pressed on with all posible industry, while on the further side 
His Hon. Bercards took all necestary care for the debarkation of 
the carts, etc. The greatest part of the train being suocessfully 
carried over, His Excelleney and accompanying friends were alike 
fwansported and after greeting His Hon. Bernards and seconmend- 
ing the remainder to the vigilance of His Honour made his way 
to-a round plane lying 4 cos in between the motntains, where 1s 
Excellency and accompanying friends stopped aud. took. breskfast 
‘and waited until everything had been brought across aforesaid river 
Proceeding from thence we had t0 pass for at least 1 cos between 
‘mountains and dangerous robbers dens before we again reached 
ven ground. After we had gone a few more cos, after a march 
ff 5 cos, at one o'clock in the afternoon we came to a halt at the 
serra Tsjola lying 3 cos from aforesaid river, in which the night 
was passed in peace. 

‘November 1Sth—At break of day the jowrney was begun, with 
the intention and hope of continuing it to the village of Nocrabaat 
‘and the serra Mattaemet Chan, the beginning of which seemed 
favgurable enough; a good road of 1 cos led to the village of Pats- 
jokra and subsequently 1 cos more to a village called Quarry which 
were happily reached without accident or molestation. But the 
‘advance guard trying to yass the defles that lead past aforesaid 
village. were held up by the revolted peasantry, who, armed with 
good sausquets and other guns had posted themselves everywhere 
‘ehind the bills and in the caves along the way, asserting that they 
‘would, on x0 account Jet them pass before they had given some 
swoney, ta-whigh the Lord Ambassador (seeing that all sound was 
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‘roken country and therefore the situation so bad that it was in 
rpossle to find any other way out of the labyrinth) ordered the 
Tinperial gorsberdaer and ditto adsy to abouch as civly as possible 
‘withthe peasants for a small douceur, which at first appeared to 
be likely of success, but as the Furopean military and sonve nat 
aulvanced to protect the advanced earts, fierce attack both from 
the village and out of the hollow ways’ was made upon them with 
raskts and arrows, hy which atthe frst instance a native musketeer 
‘was killed hy a mnisket shot, the corporal of the grenadiers Frank, 
hit in the thigh by a ball, the assistant Calde shot through bis ha, 
and the assstane Gotingh bit on the breast by a spent bull 
however caused no harm lat a slight swelling. Also in this en- 
counter one riders horse was shot dead and one dito hurt in the 
Jeg, one of the Hon, Company’ horses on which the steward Blauw 
sat received ballin its heed, which entered above the left eye and 
‘came out under the right eye, from which the same span round 
‘several times, but did ot fall to the ground. At the same time 
the Lord Ambassador and other friends being under a hailstorm 
‘of hulls, to avoid further misfortunes ordered an instant retreat 
fof both men and carts from the plain where they were exposed 
to the fire of these rascals to behind the hills where we bad some 
‘advantage, to await what should be the effect of the envoys that 
Hiis Exeellengy had sent to discuss an accommodation, sexing that 
the positon was so had that it was itmpossible to do anything 
foree against such rascals without exposing ourselves to many evil 
consequences; the more so as all the surrounding villages were with 
them in their riotous plots; so the European smiliary with eheit 
leader and ensign Neythard were draws off in good order without 
any further misfortne. Nevertheless a few shots were fred on 
side also, duricg the slight retreat, upon those who followed 
‘and seemed as if they would plunder the cals by which they were 
diverted from their evil aim and kept back. Having spent con 
sidernble time in this anxious state of fairs, some of the ciiets 
fof the aforesaid peasants came to the Lord Ambassador, asserting 
that the frst shots bad been fred st them from ou side and diverse 
people iced and others wounded, although such was. false and 
invented to be an excuse for raising their first reasooable preten~ 
sions to a prety large sum which they accordingly did, and to 
‘which, if we were continue our journey wkhout further notable 
risfortnes, we were obliged to compet with a fairy large stm of 
rupees. Herenpon the march was continued and 1 cos further we 
cave to a village called Brauly! on the left band side of a bridge, 
re we again found the peasants behind the walls of their houses 
jn fall arms, not permitting anything to pass without paying them 
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passage money, for which we were obliged to promise them some

large village of Palaetsa which stands on a steep eminence by the 
river called the Parwest (Parwati), the peasants were seen in great 
numbers and armed, notwithstanding that, as has been said, they 
had een apprised of cur approach by our Gorsherdaers. i. 1 
fand the vanguard, although some shots wore fired, were allowed 
to pass unmolested, but His Hon. E, Bernards with the last carts 
having arrived there, four of these were seized under the pretext 
that they were merchants carts, at which some of our escort pro- 
testing, a torteman was severe'y wounded by an arrow in his back 
and cut on his head. But atthe instgation of His Exeelleney who 
‘went back with His Hon, Hernards, stid carts were released after 
the payment of certain moneys. The read from the village in 
‘question lay through a pleasant valley hy the mountains, upon which, 
fn the left hand side 2 os from there “ay a village called Degonny.

Tn the meawhile, time having’ passed and 
it become mid-day, in returning to the town the engin let diverse 
partriges and quails be caught by falcons. Arrived at the dwelling 
‘of the prtce, the messicurs dsmounting From thelr horses to render 
thanks for the lonour enjoyed, he would ot dismise them ut 
invited them into his audience ‘chamber, where they were seated 
with his brothers at his right hand. After sitting considerable 
time and being asked various eurious questions by the prince about 
Europe, they received permission to return home, while the game 
‘aught was sent to the Lord Ambassador by a golden mace bearer 
with polite greeting from his Princely Highness, 

The 18th dito.—In the morning the abovementioned prince sent 
his diwan to the Lord Ambassador assuring H. E, that he had taken 
great pleasure inthe company of the two Hollanders who had 
yesterday accompanied him in the chase and requesting him not to 
be cast down that he had detained us s0 long, this Deing for our 
‘wn gool Now the ragia had received goo tings thatthe trouble 
with the ragia with whom he was at war, were as good a8 ended 
and within four or five days he would be able to accommodate 1s 
‘with a suficent escort of his horsemen to convoy ts asf 
the town of Cerons! For this agreeable tidings the Lord Ame 
Inssador returned his thanks to the price.

On returning towards evening 
the aforesaid enthusiasts were brought to a large tauwlan which 
was full of waterfowl.

Shortly after the prince letook himself wo another tauwlau, as by* 
the repeated shooting the game hat flown. Here he requesied the 
first clerk to load is gun, very euslously inlald with gold, in the 
Ditelt manner, whieh was done, whereupon the prince shot at the 
ducks faving the good fortune to Wis one of the same he was so 
rad with ie that he continued el sunset, and all the good game 
hing gore shot at the crows. Returning by torch light, the ragia 
directed is two. young: brothers to take them messieurs between 
































thin and take thenn to the court, where, as at the fist tine, they 
‘nist again sit down beside him, notwithstanding that His. Highness 
fa wll as all the rest were not a litle fatigued and tired, telling 





his nobles, who according to the eustom of the country came to 
‘ongeatlate him tom the pleasures of the chase and the bag, how

very first shot. After an hour they were licensed to retarn to

The 2ist divto—The oft mentioned ragia tet the Lord An 
Inssador know that he could quietly get rendy for his further 
journey, avoiding all noise xo that evil feop'e could form no bad 
designs upon our way. Moreover that he would have us accom 
panied from village to village as far as Cerens (Sironj) by a good 
‘convoy of his horsemen. At the fall of evening H. E. with his 
Aeputies betooke him to the prince, in order to thank him for the 
{elendship and benevolence they had enjoyed from His Highnes’

The 25th dito-—In the morning when we wished to lave the 
above named place of rest proceed on our journey, we found the 
{ates shut ty the sjamedaer (jadi) and all the People under bi 
crmand stood oo the genes (?) of the serra in question in full 
fra with the face inwards to. prevent cur departing thence ass, 
‘re would ey 10000 rupees. From these retentions he would not 











the serra were not opened he and his people would know how to 
find the key and open them by force, the sjamedaar answered, before 
that show'd happen he would fist be cut to hotchpotch. ‘The head 
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dificult mountains called the Gaty to the town of Cerons (Sirenj), 
which we passed through, and made our camp at a great taulatn 
fon the further side. This town is celebrated for the linen trade 
that is driven there, and has 3 serras or places of rest, which were 
cecupied by three cafias with linen for the Mongolian (Moghul) 
court under the escort of 4 or 5,000 men, which had laid there for 
several months, and had rot dared to travel fron there for fear of 
the notorious Robber whase country we had passed through, ‘not~ 
withstanding that they had already offered 5,000 rupees to have an 
unmolested journey. From this we could perceive that the prince

Bust the rearguard having barely left the encampment, the vanguard 
was held up by the oft mentioned diwaa who, wished to escort tt 
in person, ike the wolf the sheep, under the pretext that the coutrart 
agreed upon concerns the catts and horses but not the camels, 
who we were again obliged to content with some promises. His 
wickedness did not stop there, as he moreover took tol of Horses,

place.” The Lord Ambassador having arrived in the above named 
place, was very respectfally complimented upon his safe activa by 
the fausdaer there, and regaled with a mesmanie of sheep, goats 
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land other vituals 

Dabota! is a reasonably large town, but not a fortress. It is 
<clebrate for the fact that the famous Mongolian (Moghul) Emperor 
‘Orangeeep (Aurangzeh) was born there, to whose memory the mother 
fof the Emperor in question has erected a lange serra or place of 
Test for travellers and in the midst of the same a costly temple, 
(on the spot where this Alomgier (Alamgir) was bor into the world. 
‘This serra is of pare stone, very clean acd well executed, and 
held fo be the best and mnst beautifal in the whole Mongolia 
(Mfoghat) Empire. Throogh the almost unsurmountable difculies 
we bad boen subjected to by the acts of the ragias and other rabble, 
hot less than the heavy marches which we had amade several days 
in secession without rest hy day or by night, both men and beasts 
were greatly exhausted. It was therefore found needful to rest 
there the folowing day, and yt ourselves in proper condition again 
for the remainder of oar journey. In the meantime the officer who 
HE. Lord Amanet Chan taut thus far sent with ws, received licence, 
with his people and a stale recompense for his trouble and friend 
ahlp, to return to his eted lord and master, 

‘The 25th dito—Axain, in spice of very bad roads through thick 
forests and great mountains, a march of 10 cos was made, with 
further encounters than that the baggage was stopped by 100 Bie 
but again released at the promise of 2 gift, which was also given. 

“The 26th divfo.—At eeak of day we left oar place, when a 
snnedaer (thinadir) with a strong yarty of men stopped the train, 

‘was satisel with & stall prenent to fet it go again. Advancing 
ther into the Forest, we set here and there sentinels of ‘the 
raya Banglas Rotwel, bth on foxt and horseback, who let us past 
tunnlested.

Haying enjoyed 
this pleasure he returned with HB. into his tent, where he no 
‘sooner saw a snaphaen (frelock ?) besides a silver inlaid hooka 
and quispedoor then he asked for them in golte terms and received 
them both, and kept H. . company vl! 9 aclock in the evening. 
‘The 27th ditto—With the break of day the sigoal to march 
was given by the Kettledcams and the ragia coming to greet the 
Lord Ambassador, gave him an escort of horsemen and wished him 
4 prosperous journey. As the town of Godrat (belonging to the 
Soluship of Amedabad) was 13 cos from ws, no diligence was spared 
to reach it under the aforesaid convoy and that of the favadser of 
aboot who this far had acquitted themselves faithfully, and with 
the merciful blessing of God to be released. from this land of 
thieves. and protracted anxieties. And_in truth in the afternoon 
ved at that place, and received tidings that prince Farochsjeer 
ith).

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AKBAR'S POPULARITY. 


‘Akbar the Great is described in histories as one of the most 
powerful and popular potentates of India. It is not proposed to 
‘etal the causes of his popularity. Here it is simply intended to 
show that one of the chief causes contributory to his popularity was 
his free intercourse with his subjects in their social Ife and thi 
fact finds support {rom the marriage ceremonies of the Hindus of 
the South West of the Punjab, where his name is still honoured 
with the reverence that is due to a sovereign 

2. In Multan, one of the most ancient places in India and 
Iistoriclly important as the classic ground of Alexander's conguest, 
1 ceremony called the fombol ceremony is performed in the edlebra- 
tion of Hinds marriages, Tambo is described in the last paragraph 
fof Part I of the Punjab Civil Code (edition 1854) as being 
presente made by neighbours and friends of the same caste on the 
‘ceasion of marriage to each other. This fambol ceremony in 
the Utradhi section of the Arora community of Multan, to. which 
the writer belongs, i performed as under — 

‘Alter the Dridegroom's party ceaches the bride's house and 
after all other ceremonies and the Vedic rites are performéd both 
the ride and the bridegroom's parties sit together at one place 
and at this meeting presents in cash, gold and clothes are made by 
<dheta (the bead of the bride's party) to the bridegroom and some 
ff his selected near relatives. These presents are made through 
1 bht (it. bard), who after receiving a suit of clothes comprising 
‘of one Pagri, ove large handkerchief and a coat stands in the

Tronslation—(A pair of clothes is presented to the father 
fof the bridegroom).

caste. “The royal tayidol ceased to exist from the death of Akter, 
Dut the Khatris of this part of the country preserved the eustom to 
perpetuate the memory of this poplar potentate.” 

8. For the last several years Multan has been the batte-ground 
cof communal tension between the Hindus and Muhammadans. This 
hhas had a baneful effect on this custom also, Since the despicable 
lots of 1922 the relations between the communities in. Multan as 
well as in other places have been very much estranged with the 
result that each community has been contiving by all possible means 
to boycot the other. Here, as elsewhere, Muhammadans have been 
steiving to eradicate even the shadow of Hindu element {com almost 
all phases of ther life.

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HISTORY OF CHAMBA STATE, 
(By J. Hutchison and J. Ph. Vogel) 


CChaniba is one of the olde® Native States in India, having 
‘een founded not tater than A.D. 600. It is situated in the bosom 
of the Himalaya Mountains, between north latitude 32° 11" 30° and 
$3" 13" 6" and east longitude 75° 49° O° and 77° 3° 30" The 
Doundaties are as follows — 

‘On the north-west and west, Jammu and Kaslmir; on the north- 
cast and east, Ladak, British-Lahal and Bara Bangibal, on the south 
fast and south, the Districts of Kangra and Gurdaspur. 

‘The supertcial area of the State is 3216 square miles; with a 
population of 144,867 at the Census of 1921; giving a proportion of 
bout 41 to the square mile. 

Tin shape the State is more or less of a rough oblong contracted 
towards the north. The greatest length, from south-west to north: 
‘cast, is about 70 miles; and the greatest breadth, from soutlv-east 
fo north-west, about $0 miles. ‘The average length may be put at 
165 miles, andthe average breadth at SO miles. Within this area are 
Comprised a small portion of the Bits Valley; a section of the Ravi 
Valley, which is the Chamba Valley Proper; and a similar section 
(Of the Chinab Valley called Pang and Chambe-Labul, The territory

Chamba, the capital and the only town in the State, fas a pop 
Jation of about 6,000. It stands on a plateau on the right bank of 
the Ravi--19 miles due east of the hill station of Dalhousie and 
bout SO miles from Shakpur, where the Rivi debouehes on the 
"the principal authority for the history of the State i the 
Vnsdvalt or genealogical roll of the RAjas, which in addition to a 
list of ames containg mach historical material of great interest, Ts 
vale a tral record fas ten aly prove by We sud of 
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the inscriptions which, on the one hand, have confirmed its credibility, 
and on the other, hive derived from it mach support in deciding 
‘chronological questions. Next in importance are the epigraphical re- 
‘cords and copperplate titledecds. Sheltered by its snowclad 
‘mountains barriers, Chamba kas had the rare good fortune to escape 
the soccesive waves of Mufammadan invasion which swept away 
all mouuments of old Indian civli@tion on the plains. ‘The result 
is that its ancient romans are more abundant and better preserved 
than in any other part of the Punjab. In Kashmir, a centre of 
‘Sanskit learning in former times, the temples of Liltditya and his 
ssocessors were ruthlessly destroyed by Sitandar Butsikan; and only 
1 few poor fragments of inscriptions bave come to ight. In Chamba, 
the brazen idols of Merm-vermin, nearly contemporaneous with the 
temple of Martund, sil stand im their ancient shrines of carved 
‘cedar wood-copper plate grants issued by the early rulers of Chamba, 
whose mimes figure in the Rajetarangint are still preserved by the 
descendants of the original donees, who enjoy the granted lands up 
to the present day. Chamba is thus not only a storehouse of anti- 
quites, but in itself a relic of the past, favaluable to the student of 
India’s ancien history. 

‘Sir Alexander Cunningham was the frst to draw attention, in 
1858, to the ancient remains of Chambe, but it was only in more 
‘eoent years thatthe whole wealth of antiquarian and especially epigrax 





tions have been cocted, of which 50 are of the pre-Muhammadan 
tnd 80 of the Muhammadan period. The oldest inecriptions are in 
the Gupta character of the seventh century, and those of a later date 
are‘in Sirada—the script in use in the Punjab hills and probably also 
fon the plains, from about the eighth century; and still in tse in 
Kashnsie. The more recent ones are in TSkari and Nagari and a few 
in Tibetan. These records are cassifed according to the objects on 
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whereas inscribed slabs seem to be peculiar to Chamba, The oldest 
(of the latter kind records the erection of a temple by a feudatory of 
Raja Meru-Varma, as the Réna styles himself, and must therefore 
date from about A'D. 700, Historically these epigraphs are of great 
value, In snostcaies they are fully dated, both according to the era 
then in use and the regnal year of the ruling chief of the time, Two 
‘of them found in Pingi tave made it possible to fix the dates of 
secession of two Chamba Rijs of the twelfeh century, whose names 
lone are found in the Vensdeal 

“The Chamba State also posteses a unique collection of eopper- 
plate title-deeds—more than 150 in number five of them belonging 
{o the pre-Mfubammadan period. In ancient times and down almost 
to the present day it was customary to give copperplate tledeeds, 
conveying grants of land to Brakinans and temple. Such tie-deeds 
fre referred to by the Chinese pilgrim, Fa Hian, and must therefore 
have been in use in the fifth century. With the exception of a few 
plates, the Panjab has yielded no ancient records of this kind, though 
they must have heen at one time as numerous there as in other parts 
fof India, The pre-Muhammadan plates have a special value. The 
‘oldest of them was iesied ly Yugakara-Varma(n), son and successor 
‘of Raja Silila-Varma(n), who founded the present capital. Three 
thers, of the eleventh century, corroborate the references to Chamba 
in the Rojatarangin, and also give ws the names of two Rajas which 
fre not found in the Vanadooll. Of the twelfth and thirteenth cen- 
turies not a single copperplate has been found, but from A:D. 1,330 
2 series of plates begins which has been continyed without interrup- 
tion to the present day. 

‘The most difficult problem in connection with these inscriptions 
is their chronology. The very early ones are not dated, and only 
placographic evidence is available in Fixing the period to which they 
belong. ‘The earliest dated epigraphs bear only the regnal year of 
the Raja then in power, and not tll the eleventh century do we 
meet with a document’ bearing a date of any recognized era. 
"The fist inseripton, fully daved in both the Séstra and Vikrima eras, 
is that of Raja Vairisi-Varma(n), A.D. 1,330, and from that time 
‘onwards the epigraphs usualy bear a date inthe Sistra and Viksima 
fand sometimes also in the Sika eras. 

‘The Vikramaditya era appears to have only then begun to come 
fnto use in Chamba. Previous to this the era in common use was 
the Leka-kala or Sistra era already referred to, otherwise called the 
Saptarshi, or era of the Seven Rishis. Tt is idential with the 
Laika or Kashmnici era of the Rajaterangint, which was in wse 
Kashmir and throughout the hill from the earliest times, and is stil 
in common use in Chamba State, aloag with the Vikramaditya and 
Christian eras, 

‘The Sistra era is a cycle of 2,700 years, each century being 
named after one of the 27 Nekshatrar, or lunar mansions. The 
reckoning i, in practice, never carried beyond 100, and each century 
as it comes to an end is left entirely out of computation. The fist 
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year of each century of this era corespands tothe 24th year of each 
Cristian centary. ‘Though this era probably was in use in Chamba 
fa, crt ens in sat een 1 be eel 
record public evens, af any rate no trace of any such use 

teen found previa to the Geventh century. This era is thus highly 
unsatisfactory for chrenological purposes. It is found, however, on 
‘most of the copper-pates from that of Raja Vairisi-Varma(a) on 
wards. From tha time there is clear and exact testimony from the 
Plates confirmatory of the Vonstosl. In all of them is mentioned: 
the name of the reigning Rija, by whom the grant was made, also 
tsualythe ame of his father and often of his mother, and semetimes 
that of an ancestor. ‘Generali, too, the name and date of the month, 
snd ina few cats the day of the week on which the piste was given, 
ave stated and in some of the plates there are other details which are 
(of historical interest. So far as known, Chamba is the only place 
in the Panjth where copperplate grants of the pre-Muhammadan 
period are found, and the existence of a series of documents of this, 
Kind, ised by a line of rulers of one State, during a period of ten 
centuries, is thus unique in the province and probably in the whole 
of India. Regarded historically these ancient epigraphical and’ antic 
‘quarian remains are of great vale, for they enable us to compile & 
‘ore detailed and coberent history of Chamba than of any of the 
“Himalayan States, except Kashmir and Nepl and they throw import- 
ant sidelighs onthe history of neighbouring territories, where doc 
‘mentary evidence is more scanty then in Chamba, and can, therefore, 
be supplemented from the Chamba records. In this connection the 
‘references to Chamba in the Rajatrangint ace specially interesting. 
Anotter circumstance which lends a special charm to the study of 
‘these ancient remains is, that in them the present is finked with the 
past by an unbroken ti In Chamba, ancient traditions and insita- 
tions fave survived to the present time, of which i most other parts 
of India, even the remembrance tas long since passed away. |The

The ofc, too, who presides over 
the Sfty sobvdivisions of the State, stil bears a tite ‘(chllar-oow 
Chir), which in Chama has remained unchanged from remete times,

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(One point remains ty be noted in connection with these docu- 
ments; they all have one feature in common. Almost without extep- 
tion, they have a religious purport, which is definitely stated in the 
Inscription itself. Tn the case of those recording the consecration of 
teamples or images this is obviows, The donations of land to Brahmans 
and temples, recorded on copper-plaes, bad likewise the character 
of pious acts calculated to increase the religious merit of the donor; 
fnd the same is trae of tye fountain sas, erected ia memory of 
seceased ancestors and for the sake of their bliss in the next world. 
‘The eaventially religious character of the epigraphs shows at once 
their limitations as historical records, Practically none of these in- 
scriptions were intended to perpetuate the remembrance of historical 
fevent. Any historical reference in them i purely incidental and 
terely an episode in the eulogy devoted to the ancestor of the donor. 
‘The historically important points are omitted, 

On the other hand the sacred associations attaching to all thse 

scriptions have, in a large degree, contributed to pre=eve them from. 
wilful damage: where inscriptions have become defaced or destroyed 
this bas been mostly de to the forces of nature. In only very few 
Instances have such stones been appropriated to building porposes ot 
wantonly damaged. 

"There are also a good many references to the State ia the annals 
of other hill States and in the Rajeferongint and Muhammadan his- 
tories, which have proved of such value in fixing the chronologieal 
‘order of events. 

‘Lastly, social conditions have been prevalent in the hills from 

cn invest tradtionary lore with an importance and 
credibility which it would not otherwise possess, and much interesting 
{information has came dow through this chanvel. 

‘There are no sources of information to help us to determine who 
were the original habitants of the mountain area now included in 
Chamba State, but common tradition affirms that they eame from the 
plains. If one may hazard a conjecture where all is uncertain it 
‘eum not improbable that the aborigines of these ills are now re- 
resented 10 a large extent by the various low-caste tribes, which 
orm a very considerable proportion of the population. We know 
‘that this isthe case on the plains, and it seems nat tneeasonable to 
Delieve thatthe same is tre of the hills. In Chamba State the tribes 
jn question comprise fly one-fourth of the population. They are io- 
cluded under the names of Kol, Hi, Spt, Chane, Duns, Barwala, 
Megh, Darain, Rebara, Sardra, Lohr, Bhacwal, Dhaugri, and some 
others Though differing among themselves as regards socal status, 
they are all looked pon as outezstes, by the high caste Hinds, who 
spplies to them the epithet of Chandi or Chandal. ‘These low caste

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tribes possess no traditions as to their original home, which tends to 
confirm the conjecture that a long period of time must have elapsed 
Since they frst migrated to the hls. General Cunningham believed 
that the Western Hlimdlaya were at one time occupied by a true 
XKolian group from the same race ss the Kols of Central India There 
are sill many people in the Western Hills who bear the name of Koll; 
fand the Hak, Sip, Megh and Digi, etc, are essentially the same 
people. The Digi of Kula for example, are all called Koll as an 
alterative name. These tribes mast have been of non-Aryan origin 
Tike the other aborigines of Tadia, but a great fusion of races took 
place in ancient times by intermarriage, and later by degradation 
from the high cates, a process which is stil going on. This doublless 
Jed in course of time to many changes in the appearance and char= 
acteristin of the people, and to these we may ascribe the fact that 
all now exhibit the features of the Aryan race, and wse dialects of 
the Aryan family of langrages. These low-caste tribes are employ 
‘ed in menial cctupations, many of them being farmservants and 
‘rtisins. Some of those ia Chamba State, and probably in other 
parts of the hills, are small farmers, and told land either directly 
from the State, or from high-easte proprietors. In their subordinate 
fosition of farm servants they were usually spoken of as kama, and 
{mn former times, and indeed up to the commencement of British rale, 
were in a state analagous to that of slavery. Even now they labour 
under some social restrictions, especially in the Native States; and 
their condition generally seems to indicate that they bave long occupied 
#2 very depressed position in the social scalé.- There is a common

‘meaning attached to this saying by the people is, that the high-castes 
are dependent on the Chara jest a a jounger brother i onan elder 
tne.

‘A new view of Aryan migration, recently suggested by so 


Rhys Davids, throws much light on the colonisation of the bills 
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He postulates three Hines of advance, one of which was along the 
foot of the Himalaya from Kashmir eastward. The Aryans, being 
Trilmen, tended to eling to the hill, and we lear that there is clear 
evidence, in Sanskrit literature, of their presence in the Wester 
Hlimilayn at a very early period, probably before that in which the 
hnymns of the Rig Veda were compiled? We nay therefore assume 
that the oldest strata of the Aryan population of Chamba State are “ 
of very ancient origin’ 

"AE the present time the four principal caste subdivisions are 
Bratman, Rajput, ‘Thakur and Rathi—of which the two later may 
he regarded as one casto—and they include the great bulk of the 
highreaste population, It is noteworthy that, in general character 
sand mutual relationship, they substantially represent the three sections 
fof the ancient Aryan’ cammunity, viz, Brahman, Kehatriya, and 
Vaishyat 

‘But while the lower strata of the population in each of these 
castes are probably of ancient origin, itis certain that all of them 
hhave received large accessions {rom the plains to various periods, 
as the result of invasion and immigration. 

"As regards the Brahmans, itis probable that many of them 
regan to find their way into the hills at an early period, as priests 
and religious devotees. The Gadléi Brahmans have a tradition that 
their ancestors eame from Delhi to Brahmaur in the reign of Raja 
‘Ajia-Varma(n) A.D. 780800. Many of the Rajputs are probably 
the descendants of favaders from the plains, The Gadd Rajputs 
have the stme tradition as the Gaddl Brahmans as to their original 
hhome: while the Gadd Khatris say that their ancestors fled from 
Lahore to escape persecution, probably at the time of the eatly 
‘Muhammadan invasions, Doubtless many of all castes came t0 the 
hills for the same reason during the period of Muhanmadan Rule. 

‘The Thaklaur and Rathi are almost certainly of ancient origi, 
and are regarded as indigenous to the hils, or indigenous to the 
hills, or indigenous by the talf-blood with the aborigines. These 
castes are widely distributed throughout the Wester Hills. In the 
Jammu arca, between the Jiiam and the Riv, they are all clased 
fas Thakkar? and in the Kéngra area, the same people are called 
‘Thakur and Kit, They are essentially an agricultural people, re- 
fembling in many respects the Jats of the plains. In Chamba they 
fnumber more than one-half of the high-easte inhabitants, and form — 
the backbone of the population.

One thing is certain, that it 
feontinued in force a much longer tine in some parts of the 
‘mountains than in others, In the Kuli Setlemeat Report, 

J.B. Lyall points out that the traditions relating to that period are 
‘carried back to a much more remote past in the case of Kingra 
than in that of Kull, and they refer to a time which is compara- 
tively recent ab regards the Ravi and Chandrabhiga Valleys. ‘It is 
‘nie that the Upper Ravi Valley was conquered from the Rinas, 
‘who previously ruled there, by the founder of the Chamba Stat, in 
the middle of the sith eentity A.D.; but the lower portion of the 
valley was not sibdued til the easly part of the tenth century. The 
Kasliwar State was founded towards the end of the tenth centory, 
the country having been taken from the Thakkurs who previously 
held it, ‘Phe ‘Thikkurs of the Chandrabbiga Valley, evidently in- 
dependent rulers, are referred to in the Kajaterugin as late as the 
‘arly part of the twelfth century. ‘The Bhadeawah State again seems, 
from the Vansival, to have been founded about the cane of AKbar 
the Great, and there, too, the RAnas are said to have been in power 
previous to this, A. still more striking instance is that of Adar in 
the Chandrabhiiga Valley. There the Ranas unguestonably roled 
the country until subdued by Raja Chatar Singh of Chamba, at a 
date subsequent to A.D. 1664 The descendants of several of thes 
fare stl existence, and are now reduced to the positon of comma 
Zamindaes, but the traditions regarding them are so clear and defies 
that there ean be no doubt as to tele authentiiy, In Phngt the 
traditions of a Thikkurain period refer to time more remote than 
inthe case of Pidar, due to the fact chat it was subjected to Chama 
fat an eaclier date. There also, however, several of the old. families 
Mull exist as common farmers! In Labul the Thabkurs are in 
possession to the present day of most of the territory ruled Uy their 
ancestors, Indeed, all through the hills traces are sil to be found 
‘of the oer order of things, and local tradition ean often point tothe

Chamba was again conquered 
by Kashmir about A.D. 1050-40 and seems to have remained more 
oF less dependent on that kingdom vntil the early part of the twelfth 
century, when the confusion resuking {rom internal dissension, and 
the Muhammadan invasions, enabled it to assert its independence. 
‘We may, therefore, conclude that, from very early times, Kashmir 
claimed suzerain power over the greater part

‘Researches in Charnba have brought to light the interesting fact 
that the Rénas did not immediately sink into obseurity after their 
final subjection, but continued for a long period to hold inflental 
positions in the State. They are mentioned in one of the eatly 
Copper-pltettledeeds under the name of “RAjdnaka,’ and the pace 
in order assigued them,—immediately after the Raja,—seems to in~ 
dicate that they were prominent and honourable members of the 
community, They seem also to have Silled various offces in the 
State administration. ‘There are alsa traditions pointing to the fact 
that they did not always yield a willing obedience to the new rulers 
tnd that rebellion was not unknown among them. And such out 
breaks did not oecur only in Chamla, for we learn from the annals 
‘of Bhadrawah and Kashtwir, that, in both of these States the old 
rulers combined against their new masters, and made a determined 
effort to drive them out, In each case this happened a long period 
posterior to the founding of the State. 

"According to General Cunningham, the oldest classification of 
the Rajput principalities of the Wester Himflaya, between the 
Setlaj and the Indos, divided them into three groups, each of which 
‘was named after the State which held the postion of head of the 
Confederation, These were Kashonir, Durgara or Duga, and Trgarta, 
‘There are indications that this division into three groups was in 
‘existence from a period anterior to the seventh century, and Charnba 
was in early times associated with the fst, or Kashmir, group of 
States, “A classification of ach Inter date divided the alpine Panjab, 
between the Sathyj and the Indus, into 22 4 22 ‘Mulamnmadan 
Chiefships'—the former being to the east and the later to the west 
fof the Chenab! Again the 22 Hindu States between the Sati and 
‘the Chentb were arranged in two groups o circles, named the Jan~ 
har or Kangra Circle, and the Dogar or Jammu Citele, one being 
to the eas, and the other to the west of the Ravi, Each of these circles 
vas poptlarly regarded as containing eleven Slates, Kangra and 
‘Jams being recognized as the respective heads, Chama was ciely 
‘seociated with the Kangra Cirele, but owing to the fact that the 
Ravi divides the State into two parts, it was incided in both groups 

"The royal clan in each of these States had a special designation 
based on the custom which obtained in almost all the Rajput States 
in the hills, in accordance with which the ruling Tine tok its dis- 
tinetive name from that of the country over which it ruled. The 
flan name of the Chama royal family is Chamba or Chamidl.

They prove that even at that early period of its 
history the State possessed = considerable measure of wealth and 
material resources. The remains consist chiefly of temples, in 2 
remarkably good state of preservation in spite of theit long exposure j 
to the weather. Their names are Mani-Mahea Laksana Devi, a 
Ganesa and Narsingh? In front of the Mani-Mahesa temple is @ 








except that of Narsingh, and also of the brazen bull, to Meru 
‘Varma(n). Tradition afirms that the Surajmulcha Shrine was also 
built hy him, and in accordance with ancient castom, a Chamba Raja, 
‘when visting Brakmaur, mast pay his devotions 2¢ this temple before 
proceeding to bis camp. The image of Sakti Devi at Chhatraet, with 
its inscription, has already been referred to as dating from the reign 
fof Meru-Varina(n). Lands are ssid to have been assigned for the 
‘support of these temples, but no title-deeds have yet been found of 
fan eatlier date than the tenth century. 

‘Meru-Varma(n) was followed by several Rajas, of whom we 
now nothing but the names. These were;—Mandar-Varma(n): 
Kantar-Vorma(n): Progalbk-Varma(n). 

AjieVerma(n)—(cAD. 760)—The Gadéi Brahmans and 
Rajputs have a tradition that they came to Brahmase from Deli in 
the reign of this Raja It is also on record that when his son grew 
‘up to manhood Ajia-Varma(n) initiated him into the art of govern- 
ment, and then installed him as Rija. He thereafter retired to the 
junction of the Rivi and Budhit rivers near Ulinsa, where be spent 
‘the rest of his life in the worship of Siva; and is eid to have been 
translated to heaven. 

‘Sueart-Varma()—(c-A.D. 780). 

Lakshmi-Verma(n)—(cO.D. $00)-—This Raja had not been 
long. in power when the country was visited by an epidemic of a 


people, bearing the name of‘ Kira’ in the Chronicle, invaded Bralta- 3 
pra, and, having Killed the Raja, took possession of the territory. Tt 

{is uncertain who the Kira were. They are referred to in the Brihat 
Samhita in association with Kasheniie, bot in such a manner as 10 
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is of opinion that they occupied the mountains north-east of Kashmir 
snd they may therefore have been Tibetans, or Varkandis, a isthe 
belief in Chamba. They also held Baijaith in the Kingra Valley, 
which was ancientiy called Kiragrama, 

‘Kola had probably remained under the sway of Brabmepara 
from the time of Mera-Varma(n) ; but i recovered its independence 
fon the death of Lakshmi-Varma(n), for the Kuld Chronicle states 
‘that its Raja obtained help from Buhbar and expelled the Chania 
(Grahmapura) troops. 

“Mushon-Parma(n)—(c. AD. $20)-—Lakshmi-Varma(n) left 
no son, but his rint was enceinte atthe time of his death, and an 
interesting legend as come down to us regarding the birth of her 
child. On the defeat and death of the Raja, the Wazir and parobit, 
for family priest, bad the rc put into a pak, and earsed off towards 
Kangra. On reaching the village of Garch, alittle beyond Deol, in 
the ‘rehta aga of the Upper Ravi Valley, she fet the pains of 
labour coming on, and desiring the bearers to put down the pall, 
‘went into a eave by the wayside and there her son was bor. Think 
ing it better to leave the infant to perish than ran the risk of his 
capture by their enemies who were in pudsui, she left him in the 
fave and returning to the paki resumed her journey. Suspicion was, 
however, aroused and on being closely questioned, the rin confessed 
that she had given birth to a son, and left him in the cave. The 
Wazir and parchit at once went bock, and found the young prince, 
with a number of mice surrounding and keeping guard over him 
land. from this eireumstance he was named Mushan-Varma(n) 
‘The villagers still shew the stone on which he is said to have been 
laid." Having recovered the child the party proseeded on. their 
journey to Kangra, ‘There the rat took up her residence in the 
hotse of a Brahman whom she made her guru; and remained eight 
fo nine years under his protection, without disclosing her identity. 
‘One day the boy Happened to tread on some flour sprinkled on the 
‘oor, and the Brahman, on seeing his footprint, recognized it to be 
that of a royal person, and the mother being questioned made known 
her relationship to the Brabmapara royal family. The Brahman 
thereupon conducted her and the child to the Raja of Suk who 
feceivel them kindly, and had Mushan-Varma(n) provided for, and 
Carefully educated, He grew up iatlligent and brave, and recived 
the Raja's daughter in marriage, and with ber as dowry a jagir in 
the pergana of Pasig, and other large presents, Mushan-Varma(n)

hospitality; and, a= be bad no heir, they promised him ten sons, 
They were invited to remain in Brabmspara till the prediction was 
fulfilled, and in due couree ten sons were born, and also a daughter, 
named Champevatl. 

“Meanwhile Sihila-Varma(n) had been engagel in extending his 
rule, and had brought ander his sway all the petty rinas who still 
held the lower portion of the Riw Valley. On this expedition he 
was accompanied by Charpatnith, one of the yogis and also by his 
‘queen and daughter. Previous to its occupation by Sahila-Varma(n) 
the plateau on which the town of Chamba stands was within the domain 
of a rina, who kad conveyed it ia sean or gift to a family of 
Kanwin Brahmans. Chacypavati, the Raja's daughter, took a great 
liking to the pace, and asked her father to foand a town and make 
it is pital, Sabla-Varma(n) was desirous of acceding to her wish, 
bat all the land & for building purposes had pasted into the hands 
of the Brahmans, and he was unwilling to dispossess them. At 
length an arrangement was effected, whereby in recognition of their 
proprietary right, cighe chaklis—Chamba copper coins—were promis 
‘ed in perpetuity on the cerasion of every marriage in the town. The 
Jand was then given up, and the above condition has been observed 
fever since.

For 
some reason the water refsed to enter the channel prepared for it, 
snd in accordance with the superstitious notions of the time, this 
was ascribed to supernatural catses. ‘The spirit of the stream mist 
be propitiated, and the Brahmas, on being consulted replied that the 
victim amust be either the ct or ber sop. Another tradition runs 
‘that the Raja himself had a dream in which be was directed to offer 
1p his son, whereupon the rant pleaded to be accepted as a substitute. 
‘The Raja was unwilling to accede to her wish, and wanted to offer 
some one else, but she insisted that if there mst be a sacrifice she 
should be the victim.

“Yuagtkar, the son and siccesor of Sthila-Varina(n) mentions 
his mother’s name in the only copperplate of his reign which has 
‘en found. Te was Nena Devt, snd she may possibly tave been 
the tint referred to, In memory of her devetion a small shrine 
‘was afterwards erected by her hsband on the spot, atthe top of 
the present light of steps, where she i said to have st down t0 
rest. A mela was also appointed to be held yearly fom the 15th 
of Chait to the Ist of Baistkh. Tt is called the Suhi mele, and 
attended only by women and children, of all cases who, in their 
fayest attr, climb the steps to the shrine, and there sing the rat's 
praises and present their floral offerings.” They are extertained at 
the RAje’s expense on this occasion. ‘The steps are not ancien, 
having been constructed by Rant Srda, queen of Raja Ajit-singh. 
AD. 1704-1808. 

‘There can be litle doubt that the legend is founded on fact, 
such a. sacrifice was quite in Keeping with the spirit of the times, 
and i i noteworthy thatthe mela has been held from time immemo- 
Fla, affording strong proof of the truth of the story as related. Tt 
is significant, to, that, although a death inthe royal family during 
ny other mela necessitates its immediate suspension, tis does not 
apply in the case of the Suhi mela which is never interrupted.

The temple was accordingly built, 
nd named after his daughter, who is there worshipped as a goddess. 
Te is regarded as the family temple of the Chamba Rajas, and a mela 
has been held in connection with i from time immemorial, from the 
Ist to the Zist Baisdkh. Until recent years it was customary for the 
ruling Chief to make a daly visit during the mele to certain temples 
in Gxed rotation, always starting from and returning to that of 
CChampavat, but this ctor bas now fallen more or less into disuse. 
Sshile-Varma(n) also erected several other temples in Chamba, which 
‘are afl in existence. The earliest of these ae beileyed to have been 


‘Of the other temples erected by Sibila-Varma(n) the principal 
one is that of Laksbei-Narfyana, or Vishou, in association with 
‘which a curious legend has been preserved. Being desirous of raising 
4 temple to Vishan, the Raja seat nine of his sons to the marble 
‘quarries in the Vindhye Mountains, to bring a Block of marble for 
an impge. They were successful in this mission, but ou beginning 
to cut the sab it was found to contain 2 frog. As this was con 

to render it enuitabie for the primary parpose for which it 
inended, this sib was need in making some smaller images.

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‘When all the temples were fnisbed, lands were assigned for 
their support; but no copper-plates of Sshila-Varma(n)'s time have 
yet beet found. 


‘Recent research has shown that the original temple of Chandmsekhara

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‘The original palace at Chamba must also have been erected by 
SAhila-Varma(n), and it doubtless occupied the same site as the 
present building, 

Tn all matters connected with the settiment of the new capital 
the Raja was guided by the advice of the yogi Charpatuath; and in 
recognition of this a shrine ws afterwards erected to him near the

‘This shrine is ascribed to Stltla-Varma(n) but i proba 
dates from a later period, oe ees 

‘The only evin special to Chamba is the chai, Give of which 
make an anna, and it bas leen in use, in all ikelibood, from ancient 
times. On it Sthile-Varma(n) caused to be struck & pierced ear, 
the sgambol of a yogi, in honour of Charpatnith, and this has beet 
continued down to the present day. The later Rajas added the 
‘Vishnw-pad, or feet of Vishaw on their coins. There is no tradition 
‘of a silver coinage ever having been current 

‘Siila- Varma (n) stands out as the most conspicuous personality 
‘on the long roll of the Chamba Chiefs: and his name is a howse- 
hold word throughout the State. Though bis son, Yogikar, makes 
‘no special reference to him in the copperplate of his reigh, there 
fare reasons for believing that his martial qualities were recognized 
far beyond the Lounds of the State, and that his conquests were not 
confined to the Ravi Valle. Two copper-plates have come to light 
jn which some of the events of his reign are alluded to; and after 
‘making due allowance for Iyperbole and exaggeration, it seems 
probable that the references are founded on fact. The first of 
these plates was granted by Soma-Varma(n), and the second by 
Soma and Asita, sons of Silavihana-Varma(n), they date from 
ALD. 1056-66, ic, about 120 years after Sihila-Varma(n's death, 
‘when his name and fame would still be fresh in the memory of the 
people; aud deserve mention in this history. After the customary 
Introduction it runs as follows >— 

“From his residence at the glorious Champak, the highly de- 
vout king (Soma-Varma(n), an ornament of the spotless houte of 
‘Sahila-Deva, who (Sahila) was a fresh raincload to extiogush in 
8 momeeat the mighty biasing fre of the Kirn forces; fanned as 
by the wind by the Lord of Durgara, assisted by the Saumatika; 
whose army was manifesty crushed by the fesrful frown on hi 
brow; whose alliance was iiumbly sought by the ruler of Trigarta, 
subdued ty force; who was asked the favour of his bestowing 
royalty in Feturn for services, by his Kinsman the Lord of Kulata, 
anxious to render him homage; who by the weight of battle had 
broken, like 2 wide-spreading’ tee the large force of the Turushla 
fon vehom wounds had been iaficted, who bore the fortznate name 
‘of Karivarsa (elephant rain) on account of the continuous and 
stable generation of his posterity, joyfully granted ty the Lord 
Bhuaskara (the Sun-god), whose tind was made {uly comented 
with gladness by the gift of multitude of elephants whose At 























the eyes of the world have been made fruitful; who by his fury 
fn setting in array a thousand battles, acquired such mames as 
Sthasinin (marked by rashoess) Nissuokamalla (dauntless 
wrestler), and Matamats Sinha (raring lion) + 

‘With one exception all the names in the quotation are fairly 
well known, and the references are of great historical interest. AS 
Tegards the Kira, we bave seen that they were a people located in 
the mountains in the vicinity of the Kashmir Valley. They con- 
fquered Brahmapara in the time of Lakshmi-Varma(n), and they 
ire bere represented as baving again favaded the Site. They were 
assisted by the Raja of Dorgara, the ancient name of Jammu State, 
ff which the present form is Dugse, stil in common use.! Who 
the Scumatika were is 20t quite certain, but most likely the inhabit- 
ants of Sumuria in the Basobli State to the west of the Ravi, are 
‘dicated, Kashar bad from anciet times claimed an intermittent 
‘suerainty over the hil tracts 2s far east as the Ravi; and the 
formidable array which is represented as advancing against Sala 
Varma(a) was probably meant to assect and uphold this aim. 
‘They douteless anticipated an easy victory, bat a crushing defeat 
* awaited them; for they are spoken of 28 having been dispersed by the 
(Chamba forces as if by 2 frown on the Raja's brow. 

‘The next reference is to Trigarta, the ancient name of Kangra, 
which at that early period also included JSlandhar and a large portion 
of territery on the plins, between the Sutlej and the Rivi, We 
fare told that Suhila-Varma(n)'s alliance was sought by the Trigarta 
Chief after a contest in which Chamba was victorious With such a 
name for valour we may well believe that Sahila-Varma(n)'s con 
fquests were not confined to the Kivi Valley; and the war with 
‘Trigarta suggests the probability of the Chamba Chief having carried 
his arms to the south of the Dhaula Dir, and annexed the whole 
southera fringe of that range, from the RSvi to Bir-Bangihal. There 
are said to be many traditions in Kingra pointing to an early occupa

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tion of these territories by Kulita when is the ancient name of the 
principality of Kil, and it owed allegiance to Chamba in the time 
of Sahila-Varma(n), as it had done at an ealier period. The twe 
royal families were also connected by marrage. 

‘The reference to the Turushka is in some respect the most 
interesting of all.. This name was applied to all invaders of India 
from the North-West. Originally ated for the Turks, it came after- 
wards to have an exclusive reference to the Mubammadans, who 
from the middle of the seventh ceatury had begun to make their 
influence felt on the North-West frontier. Kabul was conquered by 
them about AD, 870, ‘The Turki-Sbahi dynasty, which had ruled 
Kabul and Peshawar for centuries, was overthrown alist A.D. 875, 
by the Brahman Wazir of the fast Turl-Shihi king, who founded 
the HindwShahi dynasty, with its capital at Udabhindapura now 
hind on the Indus. ‘There this dynasty continued to rule over the 
Kingdom of Gandia, til A.D. 960 and thereafter at Lahore, til 
finally expelled by Mahmud of Ghazni in A.D. 1021. As we lear 
from the Rjatarangini, these kings were in alliance with Kashmir; 
and also doubtless with other States in the Panjab, which was for 
Jong time in subjection to thom. We may, therefore, conclude that 
contingents were sent by these States to fkip to uppose the onward 
fadvance of the fierce invaders from the West; snd i was must 
probably in one of these frontier wars thst Sélila-Varnia(n) came 
into confit with the Turushka, and gained renown for himeelf by 
his valiant deeds, 

‘The reference to Kurukshetra is in full accord with ancient 
costom in India, 

Sihila-Varma(n) didnot spend the lat years of his life in 
Chamba; probably the home of his early days had greater attractions 
for him. We may well believe that his reign was a loog one in 
view of all that he accomplished; and when his work done, and old 
age was creeping upon him, he abdicated in favour of his son, 
Yiugikar, and retired to Brakmayora to spend the evening of his life 
in peace. ‘There he dwelt as sad in the company of Charpatnith 
‘and the other yogis, many of whose shrines are still pointed oxt on 
the small “green” where all the temples stand, and which for this 
reason is called the ‘Chaurisi.” For the same reason the Chamba 
State is believed 10 have been originally subdivided into 81 ages, 
nut they are less numerous now. 

Yugakar-Varma(x)—(A.D. 940) —There is nothing on record 
in the Chronicle with regard to this Raja subsequent to his accession, 
but 8 copper-pate deed which bears his name is til extant. Tt was 
granted in the tenth year of his reig, and is of interest as being 
the oldest yet discovered in Chamba, Its interest is enhanced by the

‘a name found in the Brahmaur insriptions-* 

‘Dodata-Verma(n) (80)—In the eanstvel! Vidagdha-Varma(n) 
is (olowed by a Raja named Daghda-Varma(n). An inscribed stone 
recently found near Bast, contains, in consecutive order, the names 
‘Yugikar, Vidughda, and 2 third Raja, named Dodaka, by whose order

‘Salavahone-Verma() (A.D. 1040)—The name of this Raja 
doesnot appear inthe eonssval, and his very existence was unknown 
until the discovery of three coppreplates, in all of which be is 
mentioned 

‘With his reign another interesting period in the history of the 
State is reached. "Kashmir, as we have seen, had from ancient times 
fasserted a claim to the suzersinty of the hill tracts on her borders, 
a8 far east as the Rivi. ‘There were protably long intervals during 
which this aim was in abeyance, or when, as in the time of Sahila- 
Varma(n) it was impossible to enfuece it; and the State then enjoyed 
cumiplete independence. This would appear to have been the case 
from a period anterior to the reign of Sahta-Varma(n), but it was 
now sear an end. In AD. 1028, Ananta-Deva succeeded as a child 
to the throne of Kashnie; and when he grew up to manhood the 
claim of supremacy seems to have been revived, and was resisted by 
the Hill Chiefs. ‘Chamba was then, as we learn from the Raje- 
torengins, onder the vale of a RAja tamed Sala, who for long was 
identified with Sahia-Varma(n). It would seem that he refused to 
‘yield allegiance to Kashmir, with the result that his country was

Asat-Varma(n) (A.D. 1080) ~The ft plate ofthe RSja as 
already been referred to, and anther, the third in which Bs fathers 
‘ame is mentioned, was granted inthe Rfth year of his reign. 

“Though the eansdeatt is silent, strong corroborative evidence is 
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fumished by the Rajetorangint where it is sated that “ Asata, Raja 
ot Chap wed Ra nie wine af AD. 108788 tie 
reign of Kalasa, son of Ananta-Deva, who, lke his father, aserted 
the cam of suzerainty over Chamba, and other Hill States. Tat this 
claim was widely acknowledged is proved by the fact thatthe rulers of 
Seven other hill principalities, from Chamba to Urasa or Hazira, were 
present in Kashi atthe same time as Asats-Varma(a). Ie would 
thas appear that, after the invasion of Ananta-Deva, the State remain- 
ced more or less dependent on Kashmie for a considerable period. 
‘There were also inter-marriages between the two raling flies, (or 
Kalasa had as his queen a sister of Assta, whose name was Bappiki, 
and her son Harea seceeded to the throne on his father's death. 

Jasata-Vorma(n) (A.D. 1105)—The Chronicle frnishes no ine 
formation about this Raja, bt he is referred to in the Rajotarangint 
as afording support to Harsa, his own cousin, in AD. 1101, when 
Kashmir was invaded by the prisecs of the Latara family, who 
claimed the throne. On that occasion he was taken prisoner by 
‘Scala in the temple at Vijayesvara (Bijbchara). He must, how. 
re, have been only heiapparent at that time, asa stone inscription, 
found at Luj in Ping, i dated inthe fst year of his rei, S81°A.D. 
10S, which mast therefore have bee the year of his accession. The 
we of the Sasira ea is noteworthy as being the earliest certain 
instance yet found in Chama. As the stone, which formed. part

I is thus evident that Chamba supremacy over Churih had been 
ptablished, probably by conquest from Balor, and it was stl in fore 
in the reign of Lalts-Varma(n) (A.D. 1143-75). "This ie proved 
by & fountainstone containing his name, found at Debt-Katht in 
Bera pargans, dated in the seventeenth year of Lalita-Varma(e) 
AD. 1159-61). On another stone ix the samme fountain encase 
‘nother inscription occurs containing the mame of a Raja named Rens, 
ila, “This name i not found on the Chamba roll: but is present 
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his name ie alsy found on another foun 
at Sai, dated in A.D. 1169-70, There 
insription as to how long Balor retained possession, but we know 
that Churth was for centuries a bone of contention between the 
two states, down a'most to the extinction of Balor. 

Dhale-Vorma(x) (AD. 1118).—He is said to ave been a 
brother of the previous Raja, and his reign must bave been short. 

Udaye-Verma(n) (A.D. 1120).—The name of this Raja seems 
the out ofits proper order inthe eandeull, for it stands fifth after 
tht of Jésata, As the latter reigned till about A.D. 118, and 
‘Udaya-Varma(a) is mentioned in the Rajatorongint as having been 
in Kashmie in A.D. 1122, it seems improbable that four reigns i 
tervened in such a short period. Chamba had now changed sides in 
the struggle which was going on for the throne of Kashmir, and 
UUdaya-Varat(a) lent his support to Sussals, who had been opposed 
by Jasata, The change of attitude was most likely due to the fact 
that, in the interval, Sussala had espoused two princeses of the 
Chamba family, whose namies were Devalekha and Taraldekha, both 
of whom became sat on the death of Sussala, in A.D. 1128. Kashmir 
‘was now in a very unsettled condition, owing to internal dissensions 
‘which had been going on for some time. Kalas the soa of Ananta- 
Deva, was succeeded by Hlarsa, who, with his son Bkoja, was killed 
jin ALD, 1101, ad the throne seized by the Lobara Princes, Uchehla 
and Sussala. On the death of hie father and loss of the kingdom, 
Bhikshachara, son of Bhoja, then a child, was taken away to Malwa. 
‘Returning from there in A.D. 1112, he fell in with a party of Hill 
Chiefs at Kurukshetra, aniong whom was his own relative, Jasata 
‘of Chamba, and they encouraged him to attempt the recovery of 
his Kingdom. In this he bad the support of Chamba, Vallapura, and 
some of the Thakurs in the Chandrabhiga Valley. Being defeated 
he retired to Chamba, where as already stated, he resided for some 
time under the protection of Jisata-Varma(n). Another attempt 
in A.D. 1120 resulted in his being restored to power, which, how- 
fever, he retained only for.six months, It ¢ probable dat Chamba 
had changed sides previous to this, for when a A.D. 1121-22 Sussala 
made a successful effort to regain the throne, he id the active 
‘support of Udaya-Varma(n). Kashmir was now on the deine, and 
these disorders, and the Muhammadan invasions which had been in 
progeess for more than a century, tended to still further weaken 
fis power. Chamba seems to have taken advantage of this to asset 
its independence; at any rate there is no further reference to the 
State in the Rajatarangint 

"After Udeya-Varma(a) the following Rajas ruled in sucesson, 
but no information about them is available:—Ajil-Varma(n), 
Dahtari-Vorma(n), Prithe-Varma(1), 

Lalla-Vanna(n) (A.D. 1143).—Two slab inscriptions of this 
Raja's reign lave recently been found. “One of these is dated in 
his 17th year, and records the erection of a ponihdr, or cistern, at 
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uncertain. 

Anand-Varma(n) (AD. 1475).—The only dated plate of this 
Raja was granted in S.87—A.D. 1481, but hs reign probably began 
some years earlier. His mother’s name was Stmpurna Devi, Anand- 
‘Varma(n) was very religious, and was believed to have the power 
‘of working miracles. He espoused the daughter of the Raja of 
Kangra, and in order to test his miraculous powers the dishes at the 
marriage feast were purposely placed ao far from him as to be out 
of his reach, A vessel with three spouts was also given him to 
rink from. This, however, caused no inconvenience to the Chamba 
Chief. Whatever he wanted came towards hin of its own accord, 
and when, he took up the glass co drive, snakes protruded from two 
fof the spouts and stopped them, enabling him to use the third, 
‘Anand-Varma(a) died aboxt A.D. 1512. 

Ganesa-Varmo(n) (A.D. 1512) —The first plate of this reign 
was granted in S88, Saka 1434—A.D. 1512, and the lat in S35— 
AD. 1559. 

‘Ganesa-Varma(n)'s reign was thas a very long one, In several 
plates the name of his son, Partip-Singh-Varma(n), ocears, and he 
Js styled ‘Yuvarija" and’‘Mahteajaputra. ‘These plates furnish 
the earliest instances of the use uf the Sofie ‘Singh’ in the Chamba 
family 

Ganesa-Varraa(n) built the fore of Ganeshgerh in the Mothila 
saga to protect his frontier, and consolidate his power to the south of 
the Dhaula Dhar. ‘This was done protably towards the end of his 
reign, when the signs of the times began to pent to the near approach 

‘Mughal supremacy, which was soon to overshadow at the 

States of the Panjab, Chamba had probably enjoyed complete 
independence for more than 400 years; for the carly Mohammadan 
rolets of Jndia were too much engrossed in defending or extending 
son the plains to attampt the conquest of the inner 

ngra, it trae, was invaded once and again, and 
the famous fort eaptured and re-captured; but there is no evidence 
that these inroads extended beyond the Siwilik. With the rise of 
the Mughal power this immunity and freedom came to an end. 
‘Akbar the Great, then a boy of 14, atcended the throne in A.D. 
1556, When the news of his father’s death arrived he was at 
Kolanaur in the Gurdispur District, having been engaged. in the 
pursuit of Sikandar Shih Sur, who retreated before him into the 
Tall Immeistely after his accession the young Emperor advanced 
ito the outer hil and at Nurpur Dharm Chand of Kangra waited 
upon hime and was received into favour. In A.D. 1558, Sikandar 
‘Shah emerged from his retreat in the hills, and occupied the fort of 
‘Maukot, half way between Pathankot and Nurpar and within the 
[Nurpur State, which he held for eight months; and on its capitula- 
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tion the Raja of Nurpar, who had sided with bim, was taken to 
Lahore and executed. There were thus good grounds for appre- 
Fpension on the part of the other States; and it is probable that 
Mughal influence bad begun to make itself felt in Chamba previous 
to the death of Ganess-Varma(n) in A.D. 1559. 

Gaves-Varma(n) had six sons, vic, PartipSingh Jit-Singh 
[Bir Bahadur; Hari-Siogh; Satargun-Singh, Rupanand-Singh. It is 
noteworthy that almost all of them bore the suffix ‘Singh,’ which 
was now coming into general use, but it did not entirely ‘displace 
the older name of Varma(a) for fully half a century, and Partap- 
‘Singh-Varma(n), the next Raja, uied both names synchronously. 

Partdp-Singh-Varma(n) (AD. 1559) —This Raja is called the 
son of Ganesa-Varma(n) and Sabib Devi on the copper-plates of 
his reign, of which there are many extant. He is said to have been 
‘very generous, and considerate of the well-being and comfort of his 
people. ‘This’ was shown specially in bis unwillingness to impose 
heavy taxation upon then. ‘The Laksbi-Nardyana Temple was in 
reed of repeirs, and the erection of other temples was under con- 
templation; but there was no money in the treasury for this purpose. 
artip-Singh-Varma(n) called council of his officials to ask their 
‘advice, and they all recommended the imposition of a tax. This 
‘course, however, did not commend itself to the RAja, as it meant 

‘new burden on his subjects. He was much concerned about the 
‘matter, but next morning, on taking his seat in Darbar, a man pre~ 
tented imself from the Hill lage with a piece of copper in his hand, 
snd suid that a copper mine had been discovered near his village. 
‘The Raja at once issued orders for the working of the mine, and, 
with the produce, repaired all the temples, and built some new ones, 
‘The mine then became exhausted, or was closed, but the old workings 
‘may still be seen. 

Soon after this, war broke out between Purtip-Singh-Varma(n) 
and the Raja of Kangra, whose name is given as Chandar Pal As 
the sufi of the Kingra Rajas has always been ‘Chand’ itis clear 
tat a mistake has crept into the Chronicle. The Surname of the 
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the Katoch annals. 

Partip-sngh-Varma(n) was contemporary with Akbar, and it 
seems probable that early in his reign the whole of the Hill States, 
Inchuding Chamba, became subject and tributary to the Mughal 
Empire. Soon afterwards Todar Mal, the great finance minister of 
‘Akbar, was deputed hy his master to create an imperial, demesne 
in Kangra by confiscating territory from the various States of the 
Kangra, group. In accordance with his instructions, Todar Mal 
‘annexed a large portion of the Kangra Valley, and made a similar 
demand on each of the other States proportionate to their means 
Chamba was ompelled to surrender Riklu and all the territory it 
then held to the east of that provine; as also the two small districts 
fof Chari and Ghiroh recently acquired from Kangra. In presenting 
his report to his royal master, Todar Malis vad to have made 
‘of the metaphor, that he had "taken the meat and left the bone 
Ineaning that he had annexed the fertile tacts, and alanloved only 
the bare fills to the Hill Chief There was much trah in this 
remark as regards Chamba, for Rihlu was the most fertile portion 
of the State 

"From this time onwards for nearly 200 years Chamba, like the 
other Hill States, was in subjection to the Empire; but all accounts 
gree that the Mughal authority sat very lightly on the Hill 
‘Their prerogatives were seldom questioned, and there was practically 
no interference in their Joternal administration. Indeed, throughout 
the whole period of Mutammadan ascendaney, the Hill Chiefs seem 
to have experienced liberal and even generous treatment. So long 
4s they didnot fail in their allegiance, they were left very much to 
themselves in the government of their principalities; and were allow- 
fst to wild the power and exercise the functions of independent 
Sovereigns. For example, they built fort, and waged war on one 
nother, without any reference to, or interference from, the Emperor, 
fand sometimes even asked and received assistance in men and arms 
from the Mughal Viceroy. On bis accession each Chief tad to 
acknowledge the supremacy of the Emperor by the payment of a 
fee of investitude after which he received a sanad, oF patent of 
installation, with a Aft, from the Imperial Darbar. A. yearly 
tribute, called peshkask, of four lakhs of rupees was exacted from 
the States of the Kangra group in the tine of Shih Jahin, as we 
learn from the Bidshabnisma. ‘The Hill Chiefs were always addres- 
sed as “Zamindir? There scems to have been much friendly inter- 
course between them and the Imperial Court, as is proved by the 
letters and valuable presents received fromthe Emperors. which 
are ail in the possession of some of the old royal families Some

‘The test plates of Partip-Singh-Varma(n) are dated S62— 
AD. 1686, and hi probably died in the same year. In one of his 
pilates, dated S.55, Vik 1635—A.D. 1579, Balachandra-Deva, his 
‘grandson, is called? Yuvarija and Tikka: though Vir-Vahou, his 
son, was alive, and succeeded to the gaddi. The title was prolably 
accorded to both father and son. 

Vir-Volmw—(A.D. 1586) —Thig Raja was in power for only 
Sur years at the most. as his son, Balachandra, succeeded in AD. 
1589—the year in which his earliest plate is dated. No plate of this 
reign bas yet been found. 

Bala-chandra—(A.D. 1589) —This Chief stands out conspicuous 
among his compeers on sccvunt of his reputed piety, great generosity, 
eas, POMDIY the tars of syper Label pid witete th to Chamba and 

‘This inthe carte instance of she we of the tle Tikka in hamta, 
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and the many legends which are associated with his mame, He was 
profuse in his gits to Brabany, and at last 42 copperplate of 
His reign are Ktown to be extant. ‘There nny be more.” By his 
people he was named BaliKama, after two heroes of antguty 
famous for their generosity. He bestowed grants of land and other 
fifts upon Brahmans in a most lavish mame; and regarded this 
2 his highest and most imperative daly, refusing even f0 eat each 
‘moming til this had been dicharged. The grants of his reign 
are far th excess of those of any other Chamba Chiet either before 
Gr since. No petitioner was sent away disppointed, and, if a 
Feqest was made to hit the any article 
which was lying near, regardless of its vale. He yilted grants of 
Innd to the Lakshini-Nariyana Temple, as well as aay jewel, and 
ether valuables, some of which are sil in existence. Each of them 
fs enclosed in a golden case with an insertion on it, one of these 
learing the date, Vik. 1675—A.D. 1619. 

‘These lavish gifts seam to have gone on for some years and 
to such an extent that the State administration. becine seriously 
cmbarrassed.‘The oficials were mach concerned, and tried to di 
‘suade the Raja from sich profes erly, but thir emonsraices 
‘only mide him angry, and vere mit by a sharp rebuke, A ln 
‘owing to the excesive drain on the treasury, there was dict in 
teeing ordinary and. necessary State expenditure. Just then 
Jenirden the Raja's eldest som, cre of age, and the oficial begged 
fim to intervene by removing his father frum power, This was 
accordingly done, and BalaChandra was deported to the vilage of 
Baia on the other side of the Kivi, and hoaie and lads, were 
‘signed for his suppor. 

‘But there also Bala-Chandra is atid to hve continued is lavish 
gifts, and soon the whole of the land asigned him was alienated to 
Brafnsans. As nothing now cessed to hin ut the hotse be tied 
jn, he was im great irate. Being wder the necessity of giving 
efor eating, be began to part with his house at the rate of & foot 
cach morning, and, when in this way a whole verandah or room 
trud been disposed of, he ceaed to we i considering that was m3 
Tanger his property. "Ta course of tine the whole balling was thas 
gifted away, and the Raja then vacatal it, and lived n the open, at 
the same time refusing to eat. On this being reported to his so, 
Janirdan gave his father «fresh grant of land to enable him to 
‘ntinue his. benefactions.

‘ridently compiled from older documents, in which the period of 
BalacChandr’s deposition is given as Vik, 1670-80—AD. 1613-23. 
‘Some igh is thrown on the subject by an examination of the copper- 
Dates of his reign. These are all carefully dated and extend from 
ND. 1589 to 1641, the year of bis death Only two marked breaks 
occur in the regular continuity of these plates, one between A.D. 
1599 and 1607, and the other between A.D. 1620 and 1629. In all 
of them Bala-Chandra is referred to in terms which imply that he 
(was recognised as Raja; and the grants are not limited to one 
Tocalty, Dut are widely distributed, and are still in the possession 
of the descendants of the original grantees. Another plate recently 
found was issued by Janirdan ia A.D. 1613, and in it also Bala- 
CChandsa is spoken of as Raja. In it Janirdan is called “ Maharaja 
Kamina,” "Mabicajapstra” and “Mie,” ic, Mian, and the fact 
Of the plate having been issued by him points to the conclusion that 
fhe was thea in authority in the State, and that he only acted as 
regent, and did not assume fell power in his own name, The 
fanue of the plate protably marks the beginning of his regency. In 
the vonsdee! Jandrdan's name is found after that of his father,in 
the ‘order of succession, 
‘Shorly after Janirdan assumed the government, war broke out 
him and the Raja of Nurpar. The cause of this war is 
‘known, bat it was probably due to an attempt on the part of 
jurpur Chief to enlarge his borders at the cost of Chamba. 
time, as we know, Jagat-singh, second brother of Suraj Mal, 
the then Raja of Narpor, stood high in the favour of the Emperor 
‘and if he originated the war with Chamba, as he is said 


i 


to have done, he doubtless counted on obtaining support from the 
Mughal Viceroy of Labore. It is certain, however, that Jagat 
singh was not Rija of Nurpur at the time the war began, for be 
‘id not obtain that postion til after the rebellion and death of his 
brother, Suraj Mal, in A.D. 1618-19. 

‘The war went on in a desultory manner for twelve years with 
either side gaining any decided advantage; and there seem to 
been intervals of peace? This was the case in A.D. 1618, for 
wwe learn from the Badshiboima that, when Suraj Mal rebelled 


retired to the capital. There he was joined by his youngest brother, 
‘Mdho-singh, who had for a time defended the Kotila Fort. As the 
Taperal forces were preparing to advance against Chamba, news 
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displeasure. This order was complied with, the property being sent 
through the son and the brother of the Raja Madhorsingh also 
‘yas given up. On his brother's rebellion, Jagat-singh was recalled 
from Bengal by the Emperor, who conferred on him the mansab 
‘of 1,000 with 500 horse, the tile of Raja, and a present, and he 
twas sent (0 assist in the siege of Kangra Fort, which was then in 
progress, He also became Raja of Nurpur in’ succesion to Suraj 
Mal. The siege of Kangra Fort ended in its capture in November 
AD. 1620, and in January, 1622, Jahingir visited Kangra, coming 
by Siba and returning by Nurpur. There he was waited on by 
the Hill Chiefs and among them reference is made in the Tasub-i- 
Tehangirt to the Raja of Chamba. The reference is a5 follows:— 
‘the this stage the offering of the Raja of Chamba was laid before 
me, His country is 25 hor beyond Kangra. There is no greater 
Zamnindét in these hills than this. The country is the asylum of 
all the Zamindirs of the hills, Tt has passes difficult to cross, 
Until now he had not obeyed any king nor sent offerings. His brother 
also was honoured by paying his respects and on his part performed 
the duties of service and loyalty. He seemed to me to be reasonable 
and intelligent and webane. 1 exalted him with all kinds of patron 
age and favour.” The Rija referred to was probably Janirdan, 
with his brother, Bishambar. Hostiities seem to have been resumed 
with Chamba soon afterwards, and ultimately the Mughal Vieeroy 
fexpoused the enuse of Jagat-singh, and sent troops to his support. 
‘A decisive battle was fought st Dhalog on the Sandhira Road; the 
Chamba acmy was defeated, and Bishambar, Janiedan’s younger 
brother was killed. Jagat-singh then advanced on the capital, which 
be captured and sacked—while Janirdan, unable to offer any effective 
reslatance, fled. A treacherous message was then sent him by Jagat= 
singh —olfering term of peace if he wold present himself in Darbir 
to discuss them. Jandrdan, suspecting nothing, accepted the invita- 
tion, and came with only a few followers. While they were engaged 
in conversation, Jagat-singh suddenly drew his dagger and plunged 
it into Jandrdan’s breast, inficting a snortal wound. The latter also 
had a dagger in hie waithelt, but the handle was tied to the sheath 
by a cord, so that he could fot draw it in time to defend himself, 
Owing to'this the Chamba Rajas have ever since worn the dagger 
loose fa the sheath. The date of Janrdan's death was probably in 
AD, 1623. The fact of his having been killed by Jagat-singh is 
confemed by a statement to that effect in the BAdshatinima.* 

Tn the eunsdoall itis stated that Jandrdan left no heir, but his 
ini was enceint, and that, on learning this Jagat-singh gave orders 
that a strit watch should be kept om the palace. 1f the infant proved 
to be a boy he was at once to be killed, and if a gil she was to be

‘On Jandvdsn's death the State became subject to Jagst-ingh, 
and js sid to bave been ruled by his officials for 20 years. 

He built the fort of Taragarh within Chamba territory as there 
was no site so good in his own country. This for is said to have 
received its name from the fact that a farmer, named Tira, was 
brie alive beneath the foundations as a sacrifice to ensure its stable 
iy, acoeding to 2 custom common in India in former times. The 
stronghold occupied conspicaots position on the summit of an 
Almost inaccesible hill near the Ctamin-Nurpur frontier, and its 
‘ins are stl visible from 2 distance. It stood Jagat-singh in good 
stead at the time of his own rebelion in A.D. 164i.* 

Some uncertainty sil exists regarding the status of Bala-Chandra 

the period of Nurpar supremacy. but it seems probable that 
sirdan's death he was restored to power, and continued fll his 
to rule the State in subjecion to Jagat-singh. No plates 
een found of the years from A.D. 1629 to 1629. From 
however, the issue of plates was rescued and continied 
ty spring of A.D. 1641. His death must have occurred 
terwards, shortly before the return of his grandson, Prithyi- 
in the summer of the same year. The record cont 
of his deposition states that he died in Vik. 1699—A.D. 1642, 
Tt this is probably incorrect. In the otber plates two other sons 
ste refered to by tame--Man-singh and Sadar Sen—and the names 
of other sons have been handed down by tradition, 

Prithetsingh (AD. 1641) —After he grew up to manhowd 
Prithvisiogb, who was stil in Mandi, only awaited a favourable 
pportunty to strike a blow for the recovery of his kingdom. The 
‘opportunity came in A.D. 1641, when Jagat-singh, in conjunction 
with his soo, Rajrupingh, raised the stsndard of rebellion against 
Shibjakin. Til now Jagat-singh’s career bad been fortunate and 
successful. Under Jahingir he rose to a iensab of 3,000 with 200 
horse, and during the reign of Shahjahin he retained his honours, 
and was appointed to Bangash,' and two years later to Kabul, where 

2 Taragah consid of three forts, coe above another, the highest 
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tne greatly distinguished himself. Inthe eleventh year of Shihjahin's 
reign, he was sent from Kabul to Kandhir with the Imperial army, 
and bad command of the vanguard. In the twelfth year he returned 
to Lahore, received presents from the Emperor, and was again 
appointed ‘Faujdar of Bangash. In his father's absence, Rajrup- 
singh was in charge of the State, and was appointed by Shabjahin 
to the important post of Faujdar of Kangra, and collector of the 
tribute from the Hill Chiefs. In the spring of A.D. 1641, in secret 
concert with his father, who was then in Bangash, he rebelled. 
‘Tagatsingh pretended anger, and asked to be made Faujdie himself, 
‘so that he might suppress the revolt, and pay in the nozrine of four 
lakhs. This request was granted, but on his return to the hill he 
first showed discontent, and then broke out into ogen revolt. "We 
fare not told what wat the cause of the trouble, but the Pathinia 
Chiefs were ever turbulent, and this was by no means the fist time 
‘they had raised their hands against the Emperor. Court intrigues 
against him are hinted at by Jagat-singh, in his petition to Shab- 
jabin, 

‘On the news of the outbreak reaching the Imperial ea, a large 
army under the conumand of Prince Murid Bakhsh, youngest son 
‘of the Emperor, with many able Captain, was sent to suppress i 
and assembled at Pathinkot,' in August, A.D. 164. 

‘The Chronicle makes no mention of Jagat-singh’s rebelion, but 
it was doubtless on hetring of it that Prithyisingh asked” and 
obtained help in money and troops from the Rajas of Mandi and 
Sokét, to enable him to recover his Kingdom. Passing. through 
Kuli, he crossed the Rotang Pass into Lahul, and, advancing by 
‘way of Pingi, crossed the Gheni Pass into Churah, the northern 
province of the State. This he reconquered and fought his way © 
the capital, which he captured, expeling the Nurpur officals from 
the country. We may assume that these events oecurred in the 
summer of A.D. 1644, for early in December of that year Prthel- 
singh was present in the Mughal Camp near Pathinkot and was 
‘sent on to the Imperial Court, protably then in Labore, to pay his 
respects to the Emperor. 

‘Jegat-singh offered a brave resistance too the overwhelming 
force sent against him. He bad long been preparing for a struggle 
‘and had strongly fortifed the three principal strongbolis in hi 
territory. These were Maukct, Nurpur and ‘Téragerh. All the bill 
passes and ways of approach were also blocked and defended by 
his troops.

destroyed by the Dogras, and the name changed to Gulabgarh. 

Tn A.D. 1678, the Emperor Aurangzeb issued an order for the 
demolition of all Hindw temples in the State, Chatar-singh refused 
to render obedience, and directed that a git pinnacle should be 
put on each of the chief temples in Chamba as a mark of defiance. 
‘On hearing this the Emperor was greatly incensed, and summoned 
the Raja to Delhi, Instead of going himselt he sent his brother, 
Shakat-singh, who was accompanied by-Raj-singh of Gulér, but for 
some reason vlenown they tamed back from Bajwia, before eeach- 
jing Deth. Chatar-singh seems to have been abl to allay the Emperor's 
wrath, but there is no record as to how the matter was finally settled. 
‘The gilt pinnacles remain on the temples to the present day. 

At that time Mirza Resi Beg, the Suba or Viceroy of the 
Pani, who resided chiefly at Kalinaur, used to make incursions 
into the hills, snd. greatly annoyed the Hill Chiefs. ‘Duis led v0 
‘confederation’ being formed against him, ia. which were includet 
Chatar-singh of Chanbe, Raj-singh of Golér, Dhiraj-pal of Basohi 
and Kirpildeo of Jamm. Jammu sent a force of Pathin troops 
land the confederate army defeated that of the Viceroy, enabling the 
Chiefs to recover the territory they had lst 

In was probably in the beginning of Chatar-singh’s reign thet 
Lahul was finally divided between Chamba and Kuli, Till then, 
fas we have seen, Chamba territory extended up to the junction of 
the Chandra and Bhiga; the remainder of Lahul being ander Kula 
and subject to Ladikh. "In consequence of the invasion of Ladilch 
by Eastern Tibet in A.D. 1646-47 the power of the former eoutry 
‘was much weakened, and Rija Bidht-singh, of Kuls, A.D. 1663-74, 
took advantage of this to throw off his allegiance and expel the 
Ladi offeils from Labul. Soon afterwards Chama lot the 
‘upper part of the main valley. ‘The Kuli annals state that Labut 
was acquired as dowry with a Chamba princes, but this is impro- 
Ible. It seems more likely that the transfer of territory was the 
result of war and conquest, a8 is hinted at ia the local tation of 
Kula. There seems to be no authority for the statement that Gugé 
in upper Kandwar had gained a footing in Labul, and chat Chamba 
‘and Keli combined to expe the invader and’ then divided the 
country between them, 

Chatarsingh died in A.D. 1650, leaving two sons; Udaisingh 
and Lachman-singh. 

Udai-singh (A.D. 1650) —The new reign began auspicious. 
‘The young Réja was well red and accomplished, the people were

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happy and contented, and the country was prosperous. Jai-sngh, 
brother of the late Rij, seems to have retained the office of Wazir 
throughout the previous reign, and he was re-appointed by Udai- 
Singhs Much of the prosperity which the State enjoyed seems to 
have been due to his able administration, and it continued while he 
lived. He died, however, shortly after Udai-singh’s accession. About 
the same time RAj-singh of Golzr also died, and was succeeded by 
his son, Dalipsingh, a minor, to whom Udai-singh bad been appoint- 
fed guardian. Taking advantage of Dalip-singh’s minority, the Rijas 
ff Jamms, Bhada and Basobi, invaded Gulér, and Udai-singh was 
appealed to for help. He seat to Sita, Kablir and Mandi, and 
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Ugor-singh (AD. 1720) —As has been stated, Ugar-singh act 
‘ed as regent for a.time during his cousin's suspension from power, 
but on Udaisingh’s restoration he took refuge in Jammu, ‘There 
he entered the service of Dtarab-Deo, Raja of Jaminu, as a soldieg, 
without disclosing his identity. One day as he was returning. from, 
Dathing in the river Taw, with a foia full of water in his hand, he 
was met by a mast elephant which had broken loose, and. which, 
seeing Ugar-singh, suddenly charged down upon him, "He checked 
the animal for a moment hy a blow with the fota, and thus guined 
time to draw his sword, with which he severed the trunk from the 
body at one blow. The feat was reported to the Raja, who summon 
ed Ugar-singh to hie presence, and elicited from him the fat of his 
near relationship to the ruling family of Chamba, He seems in 
fact to have been next in the succession after the two sons of 
CChatar-singh, his uncles Jai-singh and Indae-singh having probably 
died chiles. 

Shortly afterwards intelligence of the assassination of Udai- 
singh and his brother arvived, and Dharab-Deo then furnished Ugar- 
Singh with all necessary assistance, and sent him back to Chamba 
where he was installed as Rija 

Tt is said that the ghost of the rmurdered Raja used to appear 
to Ugarsingh, and couse him mich distres, and that to lay the” 
coil spirit he erected a temple at Udaipur, near the place of the 
ttirder, and imposed a sonal tax for its maintenance. The temple 
is sill’ in. existence and the tax, called Tiesera Udsisinghiina 
‘Avtariina is still collected, 

‘Shortly after his accession, Ugar-sngh had his suspicions aroused 
against his cousin, Dalel-singh, son of Raghunith-singh, who was 
then 2 boy, residing with bis maternal uncle in Jammu territory; and 
the Mughal Viceroy on being appealed to, had Dale-singh brought 
to Lahore and kept in confinement. 

Uger-siogh was popular at first, but as years went om the 
feelings of the ofelals towards him underwent & change, and’ they 
decided to depote him and raise Dalelsingh to the gadat. Their 
first step was to gain over the Viceroy by a present of a lakh of 
rupees, whereby Dalel-singh's release was secured, also a sanad 
appointing him Raja of Chamba. ‘This appointment was supported 
bya force of Mughal troops. On hearing of Dale-singh’s approach, 
‘Urar-singh made n0 effort to oppose him, but broke down the bridge 
‘over the Rivi, and set fire w the town. He then retired to the 
‘Chimunda Temple, whence be watched the conflagration and there- 
after fled up the Ravi Valley. When passing the village of Jub in 
Cancta, he was wounded in the thigh by a bullet fired by the 
‘Rina of Gurola, and the spot where this happened has been marked 
by a amall shrine ever since. Ugar-sngh then fled to Kangra, where 
he soon afterwards died.

Ia spite of 
fhery efor, however, twas fomnd impossible for some tne to 
fect their release, bot at length this was seared through a servant 
of Unet-sngh, belonging to the Katwala family in Chamba. This 
ung man was ofthe she ages it master, and strongly resmbled 
iim te apenrnce; and, the two having exchanged clothes, Umed- 
Singh evcped, the servant remaining in his place. When the de- 
epuon was discovered the man was troogit before the Maga 
Viceroy, who asked him why be had this forfeted his life. For 
anewer be sid tat he had only done bis duty to his master, and 
dens ready to bear the penalty. The Viceroy was so pleased with this 
‘ep, and with the min’s flity and devotion, that he ordered his 
rele, and disoed ime with prseats But Umed-ing didnot 
frcceel in ccaping after all for be wan recaptered, and. Bought 
beck to Lahore. On engicy, however, the Viceroy became acquainted 
with the fact that be was the rightfl Heir to the Chama gad, and 
2 sonad yas therefore granted, long with an armed fore, to eable 
him to recover his texrtory. Being tarried to 2 daughier of the 
Hija of Jasoa. Umed-ingh came by way of Jawota and Basch, 
cbtiing forther astance from thee Chiefe.” Dalesingh wat

oppose hs claim. He accordingly remained at the capital, and on 
Umedsioghis arrival srrendered the State int his Hands anf was 
idly dealt with. Fora time he continned to reside in Chamba, but 
aftervards became a sth, and died at Jawilamaii. He left bo 
Sen, and his daopiter wes tarred fo Baja Deo of Jaman. 

Uncd-ingh—(AD. 1748)—This Raja was a jest ruler and 
an able administrator. He acceded tothe State ata very moment 
cas period in India history. Th Mughal Enpice was now fv the 
throes of dissolution; the Viceroy of the provinces were eauning 
independence, and the MarStbas aad Afghans had bopwn thelr Hie 
and death struggle forth mastery of Tada. Al paramount authority

atarchy which prevailed, threw of ter allegiance, and recovered all 
the teritory of which they fad been deprived by the Maghals.

‘Meanwhile events fraught with disastrous consequences to the 
Chamba Chief were ripening in Kangra On the decline of the 
Diughal Empire, Ghamandchand of ‘Kingra resomed posession 
cf that portion of the Kangra Valley which had been included in 
the Imperial demense, and also made strenuows efforts to captare 
the Fort in which he was not successful. This famous stronghold 
‘was held by Nawab Seif Ali Khin, the last of the Mughal Governors 
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1781 called in to his belp J Kanbipa, the Sikh Chieferin 
already referred to, and 2 force was sent under his soa, Gurbahab- 
Singh. The old Nawab wae then stil alive bat dangerously il-and 
fon his demise the garrison was persuated to capitulate 
to Sansir-chand’s chagrin aad disappointment, the capitulation was 
made to the Sikhs and not to himself. Jai-ingh thas got possession 
Of the stronghold and retaized it till A.D. 1785-86; when, 
‘efeated on the plains by a combination agaist him, aided by Sansir- 
‘cand, he withdrew from the hill, leaving Kéngra Fort inthe hands 
ofits legitimate Chief, to whom it was thus restored about a century 
and a falf after its occupation by the Mughals.

‘Sansir-chand, getting inteli- 
fence ofthis, advanced screly, and fell saddnly upon the Chamba 
force, which wae taken completely by surprise. ‘The Nurpur levies 
fell into a panic and Sed, leaving with the Raja only forty-five of 
his own men. His oftcers urge! hima to make a retreat, pointing

He lived in troublous times, and a large army had 
to be maintained for the defence of the State, but ke managed his 
affairs with such prudence that the revenues sufficed for all ex: 
enses, and the State was never in debt. His sons were Charat-

‘Charat-singh—(A.D. 1808)—He was only six years old at 
the time of his fathers death, hut the State official seated him on 
the gadat, and installed him as Raja, During Charat-singh’s minor- 
ity the administration was in the hands of the queenmother, a 
Jamma princess, and of Nath, a member of the Baratru family, 
‘who had been ‘appointed Wazie in the reign of Jitsingh. ‘The

Charatsingh at once disowned the act of his 
‘ficial but the mischief had been done, and in the spring of 1836 
‘Zordwar-singh came in person with a lage force to avenge the inst 
‘Ratana bad the bridge over the Chandra-bhiga broken down, and in 
this way kept the Dogras at bay for three months, but at lst having 
‘pith the help of some villagers passed a jhula across the river a few 
niles lower down, Zordwar-singh succeeded in transferring a portion 
his force to the other bank, and thus, advancing under cover of 
fight, effected an entrance into Chatargarh by the bridge over the 
Boutna Nala, which had been left intact. Chatargarh was razed to 
the ground and the name of the place changed to Gulabgarh; and 
feveral of the Adar people were hanged or mutilated. The country 
‘was then annexed to. Jammu! 

{twas in Pidar that a saphire mine.was discovered in 1880 whit 
thas been a source of considerable gain to the Jammu State. 

‘Ratan whose excess of layalty had caused all the trouble, 
to Chamba, but he was seized and sent to Jammy, where he was 
confined for some years. Hee was then released and alloted « small 
‘Jaair in Kashtwar, which is sil beld by his family, who, bowevers 
fhare now heen permitted to retars to their original home in Pidar.

Guldb-singh was so pleased with his boldness and patriotic 
feeling that he was at once forgiven 

Tn 1836 a Dogea army, under Zoriwar-singh, Kabturia, advanced 
against Bhadrawib, but the fort was strongly held by the Chamba 
‘troops, while another force was advancing from Chamba to their 
support, and the Dogras had therefore to retire 

‘Wazir Nath died about 1838, and his death was a great loss 
to the State, which he bad served so faithfully for more than 40 
years, He is said to have stood high in the favour of Maharaja 
Ranjitsingh, on account of important personal service rendered on 
the oceasion of the frst invasion of Kashmir in 1814, which ended 
disastroualy for the Sikhs. This personal influence with the Maha~ 
‘aja stood the State in good stead at several grave junctures. 

He was succeeded by Wazit Bhaga, also a member of the 
Baratru family, Te was soon after this, in, February, 1839, that 
Chamba was for the first time visited by’a European in the person. 
‘of Mr. Vigne. He came by Basobli and Sandhira and departed by 
(Chotei and Nurpur. He speaks of Charat-singh as “not tall, in- 
clined to corpulency, with a full face, light complexion, good profile 
land a large eye, a somewhat heavy expression and a weak voice.” 
Of Zordwar-singh he remacks that “‘he is not so corpulent as his 
brother, with very handsome, but inexpressive features, and is always 
splendialy dressed a la Sikh with a ehelenke of rubies and emeralds 
worn on the forehead over the turban.” The Raja's travels, he 
states, had never extended beyond Chenini, whither he went to claim 
and carry off his bride, a daughter of the Raja of that place. As 
regards the daily routine, Mr. Vigne says; “The Raja pases his 
time very monotonously, devoting & great part of every morning to 
his puja; then follows the breakfast and the long siesta. He then 
gives a short attention to business, and afterwards he and his brother 
ride up and down the “green” on an elephant, between two others, 
in the centre of line of a dozen well-mounted horsemen. 
___Zorawar-singh, the Raja's younger brother, is sill remembered 
in Cham, and the people love to dwell pou the cordility and affee- 
tion which existed between the two brothers. Charat-singh never went 
fo Lahore himself, but always sent Zordwar-singh instead, and 
1833 he was raised tothe dignity of RAja of Bhadrawih and was then 
spoken of as “ Chota Raja.” Possibly this title had some association 
With the ancient designation of “ Yuvaraja," and, till the birth of Sei= 
Singh in 1859, Zoriwar-singh must have been regarded as heir- 
Apparent to the yaddi.. This probably was at the bottom of the trouble 
Which, as we shall see, arose after Charat-singh's death, 

Mr. Vigne met Birsingh of Nurpur at Chamba, and heard the 
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story of his misfortunes from bis own lips. Birsingh's anxiety to 
regain his dominions was evident in every sentence he uttered.” In 
the same year, 1839, Chamba was visited by General Cunningham, 
who was the first to examine the archeological remains in the State, 
atthe capital and Brahma. 

CCharat-singh was afficted with a fori of melancholia which cast 
1 cloud over the last two oF three years of his Hfe. He died in 1844 
Jn the 42nd year of bis age, having occupied the geddi for 36 years. 
‘Two rinis and six concubines bese sali, this beg the last occasion 
of such rite in Chamba. He left three sons.  Sri-singh, Gopal-singh 
land Suchet-singh all of whom were mere cildeen a the tie oftheir 














accession, and all authority remained in the hands of his mother, who 
was a Katoch princess, while Bhiga continued to hold the office of 
Wazir. Some suspicion had been aroused in regard to Zoriwar-sigh, 
the young Raje’s uncle, nd the queen-mether tried to have him arrest~ 
‘ed and imprisoned, but he easly escaped, and there was a disturtance 
in the capital, Zoriwar-singh, however, seems to have been unable to 
again any support among the people, and immediatly fed to Bhadra~ 





Wak, of which he was titular Raja. Thence he went to Jammu, and 
ied there soon afterwards, in 1845. His son, Prakim-sing, was then 
made Raja of Bhadrawah, but that State was annexed in the same 
year by Golab-singh of Jama. 

Soon after Sri-singh was seated on the gad an incident ocurred 
‘which, in lees fortunate circumstances! might have ended disatrously 
for the State. ‘The facts of the case are thus related. There was in 
State service a Brahman, of Basobli, contactor, went by the name of 
Lalar Shib, “He was a relative of Pundit Jalla, who with Hira-singh, 
‘son of Dhiin-singh of Jammu, a the tine wielded supreme power ia 
Lahore. This man seems to have acted an agent of the Sikh Govera- 
‘ment, and managed to acquire so nvuch influence in Chamba that the 
‘whole State administration was virtually in his hands. In his time, 
and by his orders, a new issue of the Chamba copper coin was made, 
and is still called Lakar-Shabi, after him, The State ofcials re- 
sented his arrogance, and took counsel with the Réni to have him 
pt out of the way.” Accordingly he was set upon one day, sized, 
bound and carried up the Saho Valley, and over to Balj, where he 
‘was killed. Bhiga Wazir, and two of the State ofcials then went to 
Lahore to try to pacify Hiracsingh and avert the consequences of 
their act; but Pandit Jolla ad them east into prison, and sent an 
‘army to invade Chamba. One division came by Chun and Sandhra, 
and on its approach the Rant took Se-singh and fled up the Ravi 
Valley to Bast. The capital was captured and looted by the Sikhs. 
Another Sikh force advanced by Nurpur, bat the Chamba troops i

March, 1862, 

Tn 1851 the Stare Authorities were approached by Government 
swith a view to the establishment of a Sanatorium for Europeans 
‘within the territory, and every facility was given for this purpose. 
‘A site was selected on the wester extremity of the Dhaula Dist by 
the late Lord Napier of Magdala, then Colonel Napier. After the 
necessary observations as to climate had een made, Government 
‘sanction was given in A.D. 1853 to the tanster of certain pateatne 
from the Chamba State, viz., Katalagh, Potais, Terah, Bakrota and 
Bhangor, in consideration of which a redeton of Rs. 2000 was 
tmade in the amount of the tribe annually payable by the State 
On the recommendation of the late Sir Donald McLeod the new 
‘Sanatorium was named Dalhousie. In A.D. 1866 the Balun platen 
twas also taken over for the Convalescent Depot for European troops, 
fand at the same time the Bakloh plateat was transferred for a 
Gurkha Cantonment. For these a further reduction of Re. 5 
was made in the tribute. More transfers of land to Government 
have taken place since then, with a relative reduction in the annual 
tribute, which now stands at Re, 3,800. 

‘During the Mutiny Sri-singh was loyal to the Government, and 
rendered every assistaice in his power, He sent troops to Dalhonsie 
under the late Mian Autir-singh, and also had a careful watch kept 
‘along the frontier for any mutiners who sight enter State territory, 
many of whom were apprehended and made over to the Brish 
Authorities 

‘Wazir Dhiga retired in 1854, and was sneceeded by Wazir 
Bill, also of the Baratru family who, with a short break, held ofce 
till 1860. There were one or tmo more changes, each of Brief dura- 
tion, previous:to the appointment of a Europem Superintendent in 
December, 1862, afterwhich the office of Wasir was for some years 
jn abeyance, 

‘The administration seems to have became mnch disorganized 
uring Sri-singh’s minority, and when he came of age and took the 
reigns of government into his own hands, he found it dificult to 
restore order, He had married a Sulét princess and the men who 
‘came with her gradvally vsurped all authority, the Chamba ofclale 
being tnable to make a firm stand against them, The revenue bad 
fallen to about a lakh, and a heavy debt had accumulated, due pro- 
bably in a measure at last to the exactions under Sikh rule. Finding 
himself unequal to the tak of dealing with the disorder into which 
‘affairs had fallen, Sr-singh, in 1862, asked the Punjab Government 
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for the services of a British officer. “His request was acceded to, 
and Major Blair Reid was appointed Superintendent, and arrived 
tn Ist Janvary, 1863, In a short time Major Reid eected important 
fd fareaching reforms. All the useless servants and hangers on 
about the Court were dismisted; the troops—chiefly of Parbiahs and 
Puthine whose allowances were in arrears, were paid up and dis 
angel; debts. of long standing were liquidated, and the State 
Finances placed on a sound. footing 

"Til then the forts of Téragath, Ganeshgarh and Prithvijor had 
teen garrisoned by State troops, and when these were disbanded the 
forrisous were withdrawn, the arms romoved to Chamba, and the 
forts entrusted to the eare of the lcs! State offi. 

‘Major Reid next devoted attention to the development of the 
internal resources of the State. In a mountainous country lke 
CChrmbe, where for ages every precrtion had to be taken against 
‘ggresion from without, the routes into the terior were litle more 
tan tracks; and the opening up of communications was therefore 
f niater of the fiat importance, A Buble Works Department 
tinder Exropean supervision was organized, new lines of road were 
Surveyed, and ther construction was vigorously pushed ‘on from 
year 10 year se fonds permitted. Even in the isolated valley of 
ing, communications were muuch improved, chiefly through the 
agency of the Forest Department 

Ts 1863 a Post Office was opened in the capital, and a daily 
rail service with Dalhousie established and maintained at the cost 
of the State 

Educational work was begun in the same year by the opening 
of a Primary School, the mucleus of the present High School 

Realising the great importance of efficient forest conservancy, 
Major Reid in 1864, moved the RAja to transfer the working of 
the State Forests to Government, and this was effected by a lease 
(dated 10th Sepiember, 1864), Tor 99 years, subject to revision 
very 20 years.” Under this case Government agreed to pay the 
State Rs. 22,00 yearly, and the Forests were thus placed. under 
the direct contol of the lnpeial Forest Department 

1 January, 1865, ‘Major Reid was suceeded Ly Captain 
Fortes, "Plans for a Residency had already been. prepared. and 
the building was completed during his term of fice. To. June, 
1866, Lieutenant E. G. Wace succeeded Captain Forbes till Major 
ei eu i Decent, 16, 

in December, 1866, a Hespital was opened under Doctor 
hose of the Kashmir’ Médial Mission, io’ conection with the 
‘Chamba State, The institution was largely resorted to and much 
regret was felt when, in March, 1867, Doctor Elmslie retureed to 
ta zeman pers of workin Kati ”As noone cd be 
fo i place, the Hospital was temporarily low, but 
was reopened in February, 1868, under an Assent Surgeon 

‘The next two years were marked by the construction of two 
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entirely new roads 9 Dathousie—vie Kolri and Khair, respec: 
tively—othich not only maide the journey easier, ut greatly feciitat- 
fed trade with the plains, Dak Bungalows were opened at Chamba 
fand Khajise, Jandra-Ghat, the Raja's Dalhousie residence, was 
crested in. 1870.71. 

‘Meantime the State continved to prosper, and as a result of 
stable government the revenue rapidly expanded, dil in 1870 it 
reached Rs. 1,73,000. This substantial increase was not due to 
additional taxation, on the contrary many vexatious and pety taxes 
fon marriages, traders, etc, were abolithed, only the town ool 
tnd bridge tolls being retained. It was dc chiefly to the security 
of land tenure afforded by the granting of leases, whereby the area 
‘under cultivation was immensely increased; and with the opening 
np of communications, igh prices were ‘bitined from traders, 
‘who with their miles and bullocke were now able to vst the interior 
of the State for the purchase of grain and other exports 

‘While these changes were in progress and everything sugured 
well for the future, Raja Sr-singh died after a short illess, on 
the lth Ass, 1870, in the 2nd year of his age and the 27th of 
his reign. Though not well edvcaied he wat a wise and sagacious 
ruler, and had many good qualities both of head and beat. 
Generous and amiable in character, be was much beloved by bis 
people, and bis early death was deeply and sincerely mourned. The 
‘various reforms initiated by the Superintendents had his hearty 
support, for he saw in them the best means of ameliorating the 
“conuition of his people and advancing the interests of the State. 
His only son died in infancy, and his only daughter was married 
to the present Maharaja of Jammu and Kashmir. 

Gopal-singh—(A.D. 1870).—In the absence of a direc heir, 
Mian’ Suchet-singh, the younger of the two surviving brothers, 
Jaid claimsto the gaddi, basing his claim on the fact that he was 
the late Raja's uterine brother. The sonad of 1848 had, however, 
made provision for the succession, and in acgprdance with it 
‘Mian Gopal-singb, the elder of the two brothers, was declared the 
rightful heir. ‘The order of Government directing his recognition as 
‘Raja was notified in open Darr by Colonel Blair Reid on the 25th 
October, 1870. Mian Stchet-singh then retired from Chanba, and 
continued to press his claim for many years, both in India and 
‘England, but always with the same result. He died in London in 
‘August, 1896, without male bei.

The re- 
forms initiated in the previous reign were pushed on and the revente 
continued to increase.

On ith Noverber, 1971, Chama was vised by Lord Mayo, 
Governor-General of Tain 

‘On Sth January, 1872, Colonel Blair Rei proceeded on furlough 
and Colonel G. A. MfeAndrew was appointed Superintendent. His 
term of ofce wa marked by another change in the administration 
je Gopilsingh tad ile predilection for the cares of government 
ad fiat Hegen to arise, These reached a elimax in the spring 
of 1873, and finding himself incapable of governing the country, the 
aja fa April of that year, stead in favour of Bis eldest son, 
‘Tikka Shim-singh, then a boy of seven. A jdgtr was asigned bir 
a Manji with a sutale allowance, and there he lived in retirement 
tls death in March, 1895, "Hle had three sons Shinesingh, 
liom 8h July, 1866; Bhuri-sing’ born 18th December, 1863, and 
Partpsingh, bom after his aban. 

‘Raja Sidm-ingh (AD. 1873)-—The young Raja was ine 
stalled by General Reynell Taylor, Commissioner of Amritsar, on 
4h Onaber, 1873; Alan Autar-singh being sppointed Wasi.” Tn 
the following Jansary Colonel Dla Reid returaed from ferlough 
fd resumed plea! charge of the State. The Raja being a minor 
fupreme power was vested in the Superintendent and the Wasi, 
fad ther Sat concem was to snake suitable arrangements for the 
cation and traning of the young Chief. Along with his brother, 
the Mian Sahib, he was placed under the care of © competent 
teacher, and no pains were spared to prepare him forthe esponsible 
poston he was to fir In Apri, 1874, Chamba was vised by Si 
Henry Davies, Liewtenant-Governor of the Panjab; in March, 1875, 
the Hija was preset atthe Lnperial Darbir in Delhiy and in 1876 
te visite Lahore, wih the other Chiefs to net the Prince of Wales, 
Icing the youngest ruling Chief present‘on that cceaion. On Ist 
January, 1877, he tok part in the great’ Proclamation Darbir at 
Dati. 

“Meanie things had been going on quietly and prosperous 
in the Stat. Every effort ad been mae to develop fs resarees 
anv a fai measure of sucess had boon afsineds ‘The revenve now 
Sood at Rs. 200000 and was exganding. "A Land Revenue Setle- 
ment begun by Colonel Red fn 1876, resulted i a considerable gain 
tothe Sate finances. Te brought 0 ight a grest deal of land wich 
was either very lightly assessed or had entirely escaped observation, 
this considerably” increasing the area under ‘assessment. On Sth 
March 187, Cll Bla Rei reed With ther tere of 
absence he in aninerroped charge of the State since 1863, 
tnd woud te afoot t overstate Us sevens Canoga 
crn in sory he found n'a tate of chaos, and on ib 

tre he made over to his suetestor one of the most prosperous 
and progressive principalities in the Province, with a full Weosiry 
an! an adninistrationsorgnized on @ sound basis It may justly be 
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said that to General Blair Reid the Chamba State is ehietly indebted 
for the prosptity which it has ever since enjoyed. 

Colonel Reid was succeeded by Me. R. T, Bumey, CS, who 
id much to stil further improve the lines of communication Au 
entirely now road to Brahmaur was completed as far asthe 20th mile: 
but the project was ultimately abandoned owing to the cost which 
it would have involved. OF the other new roads one was carried 
from the capital to the Chiri Pass, and the other to Khajir 

‘In 1878 Mian Awtie-singh reticed from the offce of Wasi 
In the same year Mr. John Harvey, of the Punjab Educational De- 
partment, was appoint tutor to the Raja, and on his promotion 
fn 1881, the vacancy was filled by the appointment of Me. G. W. 
Blaithwayt. Under the care of these genlemen the Raja made 
satisfactory progress in his studies and also acquired a taste for 
‘manly sports ia which he greatly excelled. 

‘On 7th October, 1879, Ms. Burney was sucosted by Captain 
C,H. T. Marshall, who retained charge tll November, 1885. Under 
his offcer the roads were sill further improved and a new Darbir 
Hall, which ie named after bim, was added to the Palace. Hop- 
rowing was iotrodiced in 1880 ander European supervision, and 
the industry prospered and proved remunerative, both tothe culiva- 
tor and the State. Tt continsed to Sourish el’ 1896, bat was ulti- 
mately abadoned owing to the difcuies in the process of drying. 
‘The Pingt Valley was found to be specially adapted to hopculture. 
Sericultare was also tried but did not prove & success, 

In 1881 a Branch Dispensary was opened at Tissa which proved 
a great boon to the people of that portion of the State. Tn the sane 
year a Leper Asylum, commenced by the “ Mission to Lepers in 
1876, was taken over by the State, and has ever since been maintain 
ed ag a State institution. Te usually has about 20 inmates, 

In February, 1883, the Raja was married to a grand-daughter 
of the Maharaja of Jammu and Kash, and in the same year to a 
‘cousin of the Raja of Sirmur. 

In Novernber, 1883, Chamba was visited by Sir Charles Aitchi- 
son, Liewtenant-Governot of the Punjab. In May, 1884, the Forest 
Lease came up for. revision on the expiry of the fist term of 20 
years, and Government agreed to pay two-thirds of the profits to 
the State during the second term of the lease. The total revenue 
hhad now reached Rs. 2,50,000. 

As the time. drew near for the assumption of full powers the 
young Chief was initiated into the art of government, for which he 
showed considerable aptitude. He came of age in July, 1884, and 
in the following October was invested with full authority asa raliog 
Chief by Colonel C. A. McMahon, Commissioner of Lahore. Divan 
Govind Chand was at the same time advanced to the ofee of Ws 
which had een vacant since 1878. ‘The frst year of his rule was 
‘uneventful, and on 3rd. November, 1885 the entire barden of the 
sdministration was transferred to the Raja by the withdrawal of the 
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Superintendent , 

“The Raja entered on his ooerous and responsible duties with 
seal and earesiness, Every departnent was kept under his own 
Control and recived hs personal attention, and-at the end of 
feat th Commissioner was ale to report that" The Raj's personal

Shorty afer his iavestent wit fll powers the Raja inited 
extensive Building’ operations and otter inproverent in the capt, 
which were conned over a series of years. Among these may Be 
tention the ereation of a new Cotrt-House, Pest-Ofice Kotwal 
Hospital and Jal. large part of the rain bazar was aso rebuil 
and the chaugin or pubie promenade, within the town, levelled and 
txtended, adding mich to ts attractions 

‘The Palce, most of which wes ol, was in a dilapidated cond 
tion, ty renovation wes undertaken and the greater portion of it 
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rebuilt. In addition to these improvements by the State, many new 
houses were erected in the town by private owners, and 30. great 
have been the changes in recent years that the capital has been 
transformed out of recognition, with ascorresponding enhancement 
fof its natural beauty. 

‘In 1894 the old wiresuspension bridge over the Ravi was 
injured by a flood, and in the following year was replaced by & 
substantial suspension bridge of iron at a cost of neatly a lakh of 

“The year 1805 was marked by an agrarian agitation, which arose 
fn the Bhatiyat Wazdrat, and for a consderable time rendered it 
diicult for the State Officials to collect the revenue and provide the 
sammy lf el ft Bats evi, tones, 
into their grievances by the Commissioner of Lahore, proved 
‘larly that there wan no goo ground fr clan, te rngeders 
were arrested and punished and the agitation then ‘subaide. 

‘in January, 1898, Wazir Govind Chand was retired on pension, 
and the Raja's brother, Mian Bhuri-singh, was appointed to suceed 
him, From childhood the two brothers had been greatly atached 
to each other, and for some years before hit appointment as Waste 
the Mian Sabib had acted as Private Secretary to the Raja, and was 
thus fully conversant with every detail of the administration; and 
‘nomination gave great satisfaction throughout the State. During 
the disturbances on the North-West Frontier in 18908 the State 
‘nude an offer of a large quantity of grain forthe use ofthe troops. 
"This offer, lke others of a similar kind, was declined, bat the loyalty 
to the British Crown which prompted it was fully appreciated and 
scknowledged. by Government 

Ti September, 1900, the State was honoured by the vst of the 
Viewtoy aud Lady Curzon, who spent week in Chama, ‘The

in November, 1901, Sir Macworth Young, Lieutenant-Governor 
ff the Punjab, included Cham in his cold weather tour, and ex- ° 
pressed hie gratification atthe efieiency ofthe administration and the 
prosperous condition of the State. ‘The revenue had now reached 
Rs, 400,000. 

In September, 1902, the Raja was prosrated by a serious and 
prolonged illness; which’ was a cause of great anxiety throughout 
the State. The ilness was all the more unfortunate as preparations 
‘were then in progress for the Delhi Coronation Darbi, to whic be 
hnad been invited. After his restoration to health, the Raja finding 
himself tusequal to the duties inseparable from his position, addressed 
Government privately and expressed a strong wish to be per 
to abdicate in favour of his brother, Mian Bhu-singh, After some 
delay his abdication Was accepted, in deference to his own desire, 
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and, on 22nd January, 1904, this was notified! in open Darbir by 
the Honourable Mr. A. Anderson, C.LE., Commissioner of Lahore. 

‘Bhuri-singh—(A.D, 1904)-—On May, 1904, Mian Bhurtsingh, 
CLE, was, with all due ceremony, installed as Raja of Chamba, by 
Sir Charles Rivaz, K.CS.L, Liettenant-Governor of the Punjab. 
For seven years the Mian Sabb had been associated with his brother 
in the administration, and discharged the duties of Wazir with stich 
conspicuous ability ag to earn the approal of Government. This was 
shown in 1902 when he had conferred on him the well deserved 
Aistinetion of a Companionship of the Indian Emp it 
‘of the eminent services he had rendered to the State.” His accession 
to the guid was thus an event of deep sagnificance. “Highly cultured 
‘and of mature judgment, with wide administrative experience 
intimate knowledge of the State and its needs, Raja Bh 
entered on a career of great promise as a Ruling Chief, with every 
happy augury of prosperity and. success. 

Tn 1904 the Forest Lease came up for revision, on the expiry 
fof the second term of 20 years, and Government decided that, after 

small deduction as interest on capital all the profits from the work= 

Jng of the Forests should in future be paid over to the State. This 
resulted in a substantial increase of the revenue, raising it to more 
than Rs 600,000, Government has now (1907) restored the manage- 
ment of the Forests to the Rija experimentally for a period of five 
years, on condition that the management is to be conducted on lines 
‘approved by Government, 7 

‘After his abiation Raja Sbim-singh continued to reside in 
Chamba in the enjoyment of a liberal allowance. He had not fully 
recovered from the elects of his severe ilIness, but was in 
health and nothing untoward was anticipated. “Hig sudden deni
